TWO-YEAR  COURSES  IN  TRADES  AND 
AGRICULTURE 

These  courses  are  designed  to  give,  as  far  as  possible,  a  work- 
ing knowledge  of  the  principles  of  trades  and  agricultural 
science  and  practice  to  those  who  may  wish  to  improve  their 
ability  as  farmers  and  as  tradesmen,  but  who  cannot  devote 
sufficient  time  in  school  to  complete  the  high  school  and  other 
college  training.  Short  courses  are  offered  in:  (a)  Agricul- 
ture; (b)  Horticulture;  (c)  Blacksmithing;  (d)  Carpentry; 
(e)  Laundering;  (f)  Painting;  (g)  Shoemaking. 

Requirements  for  admission  to  the  Two- Year  Course  are 
that  the  student  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and 
must  have  sufficient  preparation  to  pursue  the  assigned  work 
satisfactorily. 

Attention  is  called  also  to  (a)  The  re-organized  high  school 
courses  on  pages  33-34;  (b)  Recent  regulations  as  to  what  stu- 
dents are  required  to  bring  and  concerning  girls'  uniforms 
on  page  14;  (c)  Recent  regulations  concerning  grading  and 
examinations  on  page  15. 

The  Seventh  Grade  has  been  divided  into  two  divisions: 
Seventh  Grade  A-Division  and  Seventh  Grade  B-Division, 
each  covering  a  year's  work.  Students  completing  the  Sixth 
Grade  will  be  promoted  to  the  B-Division;  however,  those 
who  show  ability  will  be  promoted  to  the  A-Division  at  the 
close  of  the  first  term  of  the  school  year.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

BRIEF  HISTORY. 

Lands,  Buildings  and  Improvements. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Jeremiah  Chamberlain,  the  Alcorn  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  College  had  its  beginning  as  Oakland  College, 
founded  in  1828,  by  the  Southern  Presbyterians,  for  white  male 
students. 

Owing  to  the  general  crash  in  social  and  industrial  conditions, 
brought  on  by  the  war  between  the  States,  the  property  became 
involved,  and,  in  1871,  the  grounds  and  buildings  were  sold,  the  State 
becoming  the  purchaser,  and  the  name  changed  to  that  of  Alcorn 
University,  in  honor  of  the  lamented  James  L.  Alcorn,  then  Governor 
of  the  State,  and  dedicated  to  the  higher  education  of  the  colored 
youth  of  the  State. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  State  of  Mississippi  appropriated  as  much 
as  $50,000,00  per  annum  for  the  support  of  the  College.  But  bankruptcy 
having  overtaken  the  State,  and  owing  to  the  conditions  that  prevailed 
over  the  South  in  general  soon  after  the  war,  the  Legislature,  in  1878,  recog- 
nized the  school,  and  again  changed  its  name  to  that  of  The  Alcorn 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  the  better  to  comply  with  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  July,  1862,  a  part  of  which  is  given  here: 

General  United  States  No.  1 — Act  in  Relation  to  Agricultural  Colleges. 
(U.  S.  Statutes,  Vol.  12,  Chapter  130,  page  503.) 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  Assembled,  That  there 
be  granted  to  the  several  States,  for  the  purpose  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, an  amount  of  public  land  to  be  apportioned  to  each  State,  a 
quantity  equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  to  which  the  States  are  respectively  entitled  by 
the  appointment  under  the  census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty. 

'Sec,  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  lands  aforesaid,  after 
being  surveyed,  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  States  in  sections 
or  subdivisions  of  sections,  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  a  section 
*  *  *  said  script  to  be  sold  by  said  States  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
applied  to  the  use  and  purposes  prescribed  in  this  Act,  and  for  no  other 
use  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  money  derived  from  the 
sale  of  land  aforesaid,  by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  are  apportioned, 
and  from  the  sales  of  lands  and  scripts  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall 
be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  States,  or  soma 
other  safe  stocks  yieding  not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  par 
value  of  said  stocks;  and  that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute  a 
perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished, 
except  so  far  as  may  be  provided  for  in  section  fifth  of  this  Act,  and 
the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  by  each  State, 
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which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this  Act  to  the  endowment, 
support  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college,  where  the  leading 
objects  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies, 
and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as 
are  related  to  agricultural  and  mechanical  arts  *  *  *  in  order  to 
promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in 
the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life. 

The  Agricultural  Land  Script  Fund,  donated  by  the  United  States 
Government  in  this  State,  had  increased  to  $227,150  when  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  1878,  divided  it  equally  between  the  Agricultural  and  Mechan- 
ical College  at  Starkville  and  this  College,  giving  to  each  $113,575,  the 
interest  on  which  is  $6,814.50  per  annum. 

The  above  sum  ($6,814.50),  however,  continued  to  be  the  chief  item 
in  the  annual  support  fund  till  the  year  1890,  when,  by  an  Act  of  Con- 
gress, known  as  the  New  Morrill  Bill,  which  then  became  a  law 
entitled,  "An  Act  to  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Public 
Lands  to  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges 
for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts,  established  under  the 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2,  1862,"  each  State 
and  Territory  legally  claiming  the  benefit  of  said  Act  of  1862  received 
an  additional  sum  of  $15,000  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1890;  $16,000 
for  the  year  ending  June,  1891,  etc.,  the  said  $15,000  for  the  year  1890 
being  annually  increased  by  $1,000  for  ten  years,  when  the  sum  should 
be  $25,000,  and  should  so  continue  at  that  fixed  sum  upon  the  condition 
that  in  States  requiring  separate  schools  for  white  and  negro  children, 
an  equitable  division  of  the  amount  received  by  said  States  should  be 
made  for  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  education  of  the  children 
of  the  two  races. 

In  the  State  of  Mississippi,  a  division  of  this  sum  is  made  upon  the 
basis  of  the  educable  population  of  the  two  races.  From  this  source 
this  Institution  has  now  received  about  $27,000  in  round  numbers. 

As  to  how  the  New  Morrill  Bill  Fund  may  be  used,  the  following, 
taken  from  a  circular  letter  sent  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education, 
dated  January,  1892,  and  addressed  to  President  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Mechanical  Arts,  will  show: 

"In  this  your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  limitations 
placed  by  the  Act  upon  money  received,  which  is  to  be  applied  only  to 
instruction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  the  English  language, 
and  the  various  branches  of  mathematical,  physical,  natural  and 
economic  sciences,  with  special  reference  to  their  application  in  the 
industries  of  life  and  the  facilities  for  such  instruction.  It  is  held  by 
the  Secretary  that  this  language  authorizes,  besides  the  payments  of 
salaries,  the  purchase  from  this  money  of  apparatus,  machinery,  text- 
books, reference  books,  stock,  and  material  used  in  instruction,  or  for 
purposes  of  illustration  in  connection  with  any  of  the  branches 
enumerated." 
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In  1895,  the  Congress  passed  an  Act  giving  to  the  State  another 
allotment  of  lands,  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  from  which  to  be  used 
for  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  the  agricultural  and 
mechanical  colleges  of  the  State.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
lands  thereby  allotted  to  this  College,  we  received  an  annual  interest 
amounting  to  seven  thousand  five  hundred  ($7,500)  dollars. 

By  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Congress,  known  as  the  "Nelson  Act," 
approved  March  4,  1897,  the  said  "New  Morrill  Bill"  of  1890  was 
amended,  and  the  $25,000  provided  in  the  Morrill  Bill  as  received  by 
the  several  States,  was  increased  $5,000  annually,  for  five  years, 
when  the  sum  received  by  the  several  States  and  Territories  would  be 
$50,000.  The  school  receives  now  $27,800.  All  necessary  expenses  above 
this  amount  are  provided  for  by  legislative  appropriations. 

As  to  how  the  funds  from  this  source  are  to  be  apportioned  and 
applied,  the  following  is  taken  from  a  circular  letter  issued  by  the 
Bureau  of  Education,  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  addressed  to 
the  Presidents,  Treasurers,  Boards  of  Control,  etc.,  of  State  Agricul- 
tural Colleges: 

Department  of  Interior, 

BUREAU  OF  EDUCATION. 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  17,  1907. 
To  Presidents,  Treasurers,  and  Boards  of  Control  of  State  Colleges 
of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  and  of  Institutions  of  Like 
Character  for  Education  of  Colored  Students: 
Gentlemen — Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  enclosed 
copy  of  a  provision  in  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1907* 
entitled,  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908,"  increasing  the  annual 
appropriation   made  by  Congress  under  an  Act  approved  August  30, 
1890,  in  aid  of  colleges  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts. 

In  answer  to  several  questions  in  connection  with  the  administration 
of  this  new  provision  of  law  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
it  has  been  decided,  under  date  of  April  5,  1907: 

1.  That  legislative  assent  by  the  several  States  and  Territories  to 
the  purposes  of  the  new  appropriation  is  not  necessary. 

2.  That  in  States  and  Territories  where  separate  institutions  are 
maintained  for  the  education  of  colored  students  in  agriculture  and 
mechanic  arts,  the  funds  must  be  divided  between  institutions  for 
white  and  colored  students,  respectively.  The  increase  of  the  appro- 
priation provided  by  the  Act  of  March  4,  1907,  must  be  divided  between 
the  institutions  for  white  and  colored  students  on  the  same  basis  as 
are  the  funds  received  under  the  Act  of  August  30,  1890. 

3.  The  funds  appropriated  need  not  be  expended  for  instruction  in 
all  of  the  branches  of  study  mentioned  in  the  Act  of  August  30,  1890, 
but  may  be  expended  for  instruction  in  any  one  or  more  of  them,  as, 
for  example,  in  agriculture. 


10 ALCORN  A.  &  M.  COLLEGE 

Special  attention  is  invited  to  that  part  of  the  new  law  providing 
that  a  portion  of  the  increase  of  the  appropriation  may  be  used  by  the 
institutions  "for  providing  courses  for  the  special  preparation  of 
instructors  for  teaching  the  elements  of  agriculture  and  mechanic 
arts."  With  the  increasing  number  of  secondary  schools  of  agriculture 
and  industrial  trade  schools,  and  with  the  introduction  of  agriculture 
into  the  courses  of  study  of  elementary  and  high  schools,  there  will 
arise  a  considerable  demand  for  specially  prepared  teachers  to  give 
instruction  in  the  special  branches  of  study.  To  meet  this  demand, 
Congress  has  provided  that  a  portion  of  the  new  appropriation  may  be 
expended  for  this  special  purpose.

VOCATIONAL   EDUCATION    UNDER  THE  SMITH-HUGHES  ACT. 

The  Smith-Hughes  Act,  passed  by  Congress  in  Februory,  1917,  is 
the  crowning  piece  of  a  series  of  constructive  legislative  enactments 
beginning  away  back  in  1862,  for  the  training  and  upliftment  of  the 
industrial  classes  among  the  common  people. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  co-operation  of  the  General  Government 
with  the  several  states  in  a  plan  for  the  training  of  teachers  for 
positions  as  leaders,  directors  and  supervisors  of,  and  in  the  three 
lines  of  work  most  essential  to  a  well-ordered  civilization;  viz:  Agri- 
culture, Home  Economics,  Trades  and  Industries. 

The  Act  not  only  provides  for  the  definite  trainnig  of  these  teachers 
along  the  specific  lines  mentioned,  but  also  for  governmental  co-opera- 
tion with  the  states  in  the  payment  of  better  salaries  to  these  trained 
teachers  when  located  in  positions  out  among  the  people,  and  in  the 
general  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  work  they  are  doing. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  Alcorn  College  has 
been  designated  as  the  teacher-training  institution  for  Mississippi, 
for  training  teachers  of  Agriculture,  Home  Economics,  Trades  and 
Industries.  This,  then,  is  the  institution  designated  by  the  Govern- 
ment, and  teachers  who  finish  our  courses  receive  a  State  Vocational 
Teachers  License  entitling  them  to  teach  in  any  of  the  Vocational 
Schools  of  the  state  without  further  expense  or  examination. 

SITUATION  AND  MEANS  OF  ACCESS. 

The  College  is  situated  8  miles  west  of  Lorman,  Miss.,  in  Claiborne 
County.  Lorman  is  about  forty  miles  south  of  Vicksburg,  on  the  Y. 
and  M.  V.  R.  R.  and  has  four  Local  Passenger  Trains  daily,  two  north 
and  two  south,  which  afford  convenient  means  of  transportation  for 
students  and  others  wishing  to  come  to  the  College. 

Those  who  desire  may  also  reach  the  College  by  river,  coming  via 
Rodney,  Miss.,  which  is  about  5  miles  west  of  the  Institution. 
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The  college  also  has  connected  with  it  a  long  distance  telephone  and 
telegrams  may  be  sent  and  received  by  telephone. 

The  College  Post  Office  is  known  as  Alcorn,  Claiborne  County,  Miss., 
with  Money  Order  and  Registry  Departments. 

The  College  maintains  a  regular  transfer  line  daily  between  Lorman 
and  the  Institution,  and  all  persons  who  desire  may  secure  passage  at 
the  regular  fee  of  75c  a  trip  and  trunks  from  25c  to  35c,  owing  to  size. 

All  students  coming  via  Rodney  should  notify  the  President  in  ad- 
vance should  they  desire  College  conveniences. 

All  express  matter  should  be  sent  to  Lorman,  Jefferson  County, 
Miss.,  care  of  the  Alcorn  A.  &  M.  College. 

BUILDINGS. 

Our  buildings,  exclusive  of  the  President's  Home  and  eighteen  cot- 
tages for  teachers,  consisted  formerly  of  six  dormitories  for  male  stu- 
dents.   We  have  one  dormitory  for  girls,  the  value  of  which  is  $15,000. 

The  other  buildings  are  Main  Building  containing  recitation  rooms, 
Chapel,  College  Library,  and  Secretary's  Office,  worth  about  $100,000; 
Academic  Hall,  with  six  recitation  rooms,  and  two  stories 
above  for  boys'  dormitories,  costing  $45,000.00;  Students'  In- 
firmary, two  stories  and  worth  about  $3,000.00;  Chemical 
Laboratory  valued  at  $800;  Industrial  Building,  containing  apartments 
for  the  Blacksmithing  and  Wheelwrighting  Department,  the  Shoe  and 
Leather  Industries  Department,  the  Painting  Department,  the  Carpen- 
try Department,  and  also  the  Cabinet  Department,  and  Manual  Train- 
ing Department,  worth  with  equipment  about  $20,000;  a  Dining  Hall 
worth  about  $8,000;  a  Horse  Barn  and  Granary  worth  about  $1,000; 
and  a  Cow  Barn  worth  about  $800;   Steam  Laundry,  $4,000. 

LIBRARY. 

The  College  has  a  well  selected  Library,  which  is  used  as  a  reading 
room,  and  supplied  with  some  of  the  best  weeklies,  dailies  and  month- 
lies in  the  country.  The  books  afford  information  upon  almost  every 
subject.    Additions  are  continually  being  made. 

LITERARY  ADJUNCTS 

There  are  three  literary  organizations  connected  with  the  Institu- 
tion, viz:  "The  College  Lyceum,"  "The  Literary  Gem,"  and  "The 
Forum."  These  organizations  afford  the  student  splendid  opportuni- 
ties for  self-expression  and  training  in  appearing  before  the  public 
in  various  capacities.  While  a  teacher  serves  as  critic,  all  of  the  lit- 
erary and  executive  work  of  these  societies  is  performed  by  mem- 
bers of  the  organizations. 

ATHLETICS. 

The  Athletics  are  in  the  hands  of  a  teacher  and  efforts  are  being 
made  by  the  Faculty  to  put  them  on  a  footing  with  those  of  the  lead- 
ing colleges  of  the  country.     Interclass  and   intercollegiate  matches 
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are  encouraged.  The  aim  is  to  increase  the  bodily  vigor,  the  quick- 
ness of  vision  and  intellect  of  the  student,  encourage  honesty  in 
dealing  with  others  as  well  as  give  the  college  advertisement  abroad. 
There  is  also  a  healthful,  social  and  friendly  spirit  begotten  through 
these  matches. 

INDUSTRIAL   EQUIPMENT. 
HOME    ECONOMICS. 

Domestic  Art.  This  department  takes  care  of  sewing,  handicraft, 
and  millinery.  It  is  equipped  with  seven  Singer  machines,  three 
large  cutting  tables  three  dress  forms,  two  36-inch  sewing  tables, 
and  four  60-inch  rulers. 

Domestic  Science.  This  department  contains  laboratory  and  class- 
room equipped  for  the  teaching  of  Foods,  Dietetics,  and  the  Chemistry 
of  Foods. 

Laundering.  The  laundry  is  equipped  with  a  25  h.  p.  boiler,  a  12  h. 
p.  engine,  2  washing  machines,  1  hydro-extractor  (dringer),  a  flat 
work  ironer,  dry  room,  combination  shirt  ironing  machine,  (collars) 
combination  cuff  and  neck  band  pressing  machine,  a  sleeve  ironer, 
body  ironer,  tube  shaper,  two  feed  water  pumps,  one  feed  water 
heater,  shirt  bodying  press,  and  one  exhaust  fan — also  an  electric 
heated  edge  ironer,  a  stove  for  heating  irons,  14  boards  for  hand 
ironing,  bins,  tables  and  marking  outfits. 

TRADES. 

Blacksmithing  and  Wheelwrighting.  The  Blacksmith  Department 
has  four  forges,  four  anvils,  each  equipped  with  a  full  set  of  tools. 
The  woodworking  division  is  provided  with  several  double  benches 
and  a  full  assortment  of  tools. 

Carpentry.  This  department  is  supplied  with  several  work  benches 
that  are  provided  with  a  set  of  tools  each.  It  also  has  a  turning  lathe, 
circular  rip  saw,  scroll  saw,  two  mortising  machines,  and  a  boring 
machine. 

Manual  Training.  The  manual  training  shop  is  equipped  with  a 
36-inch  band  saw,  variety  saw,  single  surfacer,  universal  jointer,  ver- 
tical hollow  chisel  mortiser,  tenoring  machine,  wood  turning  speed 
lathe,  a  combination  knife  grinder  and  tool  sharpening  machine,  a  15 
horse-power  gas  and  oil  engine,  and  22  work  benches,  each  well 
equipped  wiht  a  set  of  tools. 

Painting.  This  department  is  supplied  with  extension  ladders,  step 
ladders,  trestles,  swinging  stage  and  window  jacks.  A  supply  of  as- 
sorted brushes  are  always  kept  on  hand.  It  also  has  putty  knives, 
dusters,  glazing  tools,  and  paperhanger's  outfits. 

Power  Plant.  The  light,  heat,  and  power  plant  consists  of  a  boiler 
room  equipped  with  two  100  h.  p.  Walsh  and  Weidner  boilers  with 
Dutch  ovens,  hand  stokers,  two  boiler  feed  pumps  6x4x6,  one  Webester 
heater,  one  service  pump  9x5  1-4x10,  one  Worthington  fire  pump 
16x10  1-4x10,  and  two  Ingersoll  &  Rand  air  compresser  pumps. 
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The  engine  room  has  one  60  h.  p.  Ridway  engine  with  direct  con- 
nection, one  Ridgway  dynamo,  40  k.  w.  160  a.  m.  p.  s  250  .,  one  Atlas 
engine,  75  h.  p.  belt  driven,  and  one  Westinghouse  direct  current  gen- 
erator, 50  k.  w.  250  v.    200  a.  m.  p.  s. 

Shoe  Making.  This  department,  in  addition  to  a  full  supply  of 
handy  tools,  is  supplied  with  a  sufficient  number  of  wooden  and  iron 
lasts,  one  star  jack  with  lasts,  one  Singer  patching  machine  24 — 4,  one 
splitting  machine,  and  one  foot  power  progressive  finisher,  an  electric 
5  horse-power,  motor  takes  care  of  a  Landis  No.  12  electric  stitcher, 
a  Landis  No.  47  trimmer  and  finisher  and  a  roller  moulder.

No  reduction  will  be  made  from  annual  fees  for  any  fraction  of  a 
year,  and  none  from  monthly  fees  for  less  than  15  days. 

Male  students  desiring  to  enter  should  bring  with  them  not  less  than 
$40.00;  thus  allowing  $34.50  for  their  entrance  fee,  and  at  least  $6.00 
for  books 

Female  students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  $40.00  plus  enough 
to  buy  their  college  uniforms  and  cap,  which  will  be  about  $20.00  ad- 
ditional.   This  would  make  the  total  for  female  students  about  $60.00. 

Those  who  become  sick  enough  to  take  meals  at  the  Hospital  will 
not  to  be  boarded,  as  hertofore,  at  the  same  rate,  as  they  board  at  the 
Dining  Hall,  but  will  be  charged  fifty  cents  (50c)  per  day  while  taking 
meals  there. 

Fees  for  board  and  washing  must  be  paid  monthly,  in  advance,  and 
any  student  failing  to  pay  his  bill  at  the  beginning  of  the  month  will 
be  charged  at  the  rate  of  50c  per  day,  instead  of  at  the  monthly  rate  of 
33  l-3c  per  day.  Students  not  having  paid  by  the  15th  may  be  deprived 
of  the  privileges  of  the  Institution. 

Students  who  remain  on  the  camps  longer  than  24  hours  without 
having  made  permanent  arrangements  for  boardnig  may  be  charged 
25c  per  meal  for  all  meals  taken. 
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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

WHAT   STUDENTS   SHOULD   BRING. 

All  students  are  required  to  bring  with  them  the  following  articles: 
two  pillow  cases,  two  sheets,  two  quilts  or  blankets,  four  towels,  a 
change  of  night  robes,  two  bags  for  soiled  linen,  one  spread  and  pillow. 
In  addition  to  these,  each  female  student  is  required  to  bring  with 
her  a  pair  of  rubbers,  a  rain  coat,  umbrella,  a  pair  of  high  top,  low 
or  medium  heeled  shoes,  and  three  table  napkins. 

COLLEGE    UNIFORMS    FOR    GIRLS. 

Economy  and  moderation  in  the  matter  of  dress  being  cardinal  vir- 
tues, each  girl  student  is  required  to  wear  the  College  uniform;  which 
consists  of  simple  gingham  material  for  every  day  wear  and  a  special 
uniform  for  stated  occasions. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  uniformity  both  as  to  material 
and  workmanship,  provision  is  made  whereby  all  uniform  material 
can  be  purchased  on  the  grounds  after  the  student  arrives,  and  made 
up  in  the  Department's  sewing  rooms;  and  students  are  advised  not 
to  attempt  the  purchase  and  make-up  of  their  uniforms  before  coming. 
All  girls  are  required  to  wear  cotton  hose. 

Students  will  be  expected  to  conform  cheerfully  to  the  regulations 
in  the  matter  of  dress,  and  no  student  is  privileged  to  discard  the  uni- 
form without  having  previously  consulted  the  Matron  in  Charge. 

TRANSPORTATION  REGULATIONS. 

The  fare  between  the  College  and  Lorman  is  75c  per  capita,  each 
way.  Trunks,  from  25c  to  35c,  according  to  size.  The  fare  to  other 
points  will  be  fixed  at  reasonable  rates. 

By  order  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  College,  all  persons 
desiring  to  be  matriculated  into  the  Institution  will  be  required  to 
patronize  the  College  team,  and  will  be  further  required  to  do  so 
while  a  member  of  the  school. 

Adequate  accommodations  will  be  furnished  for  passengers  and 
baggage.  However,  should  the  College  team  be  inadequate  to  meet 
the  demands  on  any  day,  other  teams  may  be  employed. 

From  each  student  that  matriculates  shall  be  collected  at  the  Treas- 
urer's office  one  ($1.00)  dollar  in  addition  to  his  regular  matricula- 
tion fee,  for  transportation  of  himself  and  baggage. 

ADMISSION. 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  this  Institution  must  be  of  good 
moral  character  and  not  under  fifteen  years  of  age;  also,  they  should 
be  of  the  Seventh  Grade  or  higher.  However,  instruction  in  Sixth 
Grade  subjects  will  be  given  to  a  limited  number  of  deserving  male 
students  not  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  who  are  unable  to  make  a 
higher  grade,  and  who,  according  to  the  recent  ruling  of  the  National 
Bureau  of  Education,  can,  without  pay,  put  in  half  time  at  some  trade 
or  industry.  ,    .    . 


ALCORN  A.  &  M.  COLLEGE 15 

Applicants  for  entrance  into  any  grade  must  be  able  to  pass  a  writ- 
ten examination  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  next  lower  grade. 

The  first  duty  of  every  student  is  to  matriculate;  after  which  he 
should  immediately  appear  for  classification  and  instruction. 

No  student  having  any  contagious  disease  will  be  admitted,  and 
all  students  are  required  to  present  a  physician's  certificate  showing 
successful  vaccination. 

ATTENDANCE   AND   ABSENCES. 

Students  may  not  absent  themselves  from  class  recitations  or  from 
the  morning  devotion  without  permission.  Those  absenting  them- 
selves from  class  for  three  consecutive  days,  without  excuse  before- 
hand, except  in  case  of  sickness  or  other  unavoidable  reasons,  will 
not  be  permitted  to  go  on  with  their  classes  without  permission  of 
the  President.  The  industrial  classes  are  regarded  the  same  as  other 
classes. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  Chapel  ex- 
ercises on  Sundays  and  Wednesday  evenings. 

..Students  may  not  without  special  arrangements  to  that  effect,  re- 
main longer  than  two  days  in  their  grade  without  all  necessary  books. 

Tardiness  is  considered  as  an  absence;  therefore,  in  attendance, 
upon  all  exercises,  students  should  always  be  in  their  places  when 
the  bell  ceases  to  ring. 

Any  student  who  remains  out  of  school  for  two  or  more  weeks  must 
make  up  the  work  by  examination. 

GRADING   AND   EXAMINATIONS. 

Written  Examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  term  of  the 
school  year,  and  tests  are  held  at  the  option  of  the  various  instruc- 
tors. The  result  of  these  examinations,  together  with  the  daily  record 
of  the  student,  determine  the  student's  term  and  yearly  standing  in 
each  subject. 

Any  student  whose  grade  in  any  course  is  less  than  65  must  repeat 
the  subject  as  provided  below. 

A  student  of  the  Grammar  School  must  make  a  yearly  average  of 
not  less  than  65  in  each  subject.  If  the  student  fails  in  one  subject, 
the  work  must  be  made  up  in  class  or  under  a  tutor  approved  by  his 
teacher;  but  if  he  fails  in  two  subjects,  he  must  repeat  the  class. 

A  student  of  the  High  School  is  required  to  make  a  grade  of  not 
less  than  65  in-each  subject  each  term  of  the  school  year.  In  case  of 
failure,  the  student  may  make  up  the  work  out  of  class,  provided  it  is 
done  during  the  two  succeeding  terms;  otherwise  it  must  be  done 
in  regular  class. 

All  students,  graduating  from  the  High  School,  must  have  to  their 
credit  16  units  of  high  school  work.     (See  page  — .) 

Students  of  the  College  Department  are  promoted  by  courses — a 
course  being  a  term's  work  of  any  College  subject.  In  case  of  failure 
to  make  a  passing  grade  in  any  course,  the  student  will  be  required 
to  make  up  the  work  in  Class.  College  students  who  are  behind  in 
their  work  are  termed   "unclassified"  until  the  work  is  made  up. 

The  date  for  make-up  examinations  will  be  set  by  the  Grading  Com- 
mittee at  the  beginning  of  each  term. 
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MINIMUM    REQUIREMENTS. 

A  minimum  of  three-fourth  actual  classroom  attendance  is  required 
in  each  quarter. 

In  continuous  subjects  the  preceding  quarter's  work  is  prerequisite 
to  the  succeeding  quarter's  work — a  continuous  subject  being  one 
running  for  more  than  one  quarter. 

As  most  subjects  offered  for  the  coming  school  year  are  continuous 
subjects,  it  is  advisable  that  students  should  register  early  in  the 
first  quarter  and  remain  throughout  the  full  session  of  36  weeks. 
However,  those  who  find  it  impossible  to  put  in  a  full  year's  work  of 
36  weeks  will,  ordinarily,  be  given  advantage  of  the  minimum  re- 
quirement stated  above.  Students  desiring  this  advantage  should  con- 
sult the  Grading  Committee. 

DISCIPLINE. 

As  obedience  and  subordination  are  essential  to  the  purpose  of 
the  College,  any  student  who  shall  disobey  a  legal  command  of  the 
President,  or  any  professor,  or  instructor,  or  other  superior  officer, 
or  behave  himself  in  a  refractory  or  disrespectful  manner  to  the  con- 
stituted authorities  of  the  College,  shall  be  dismissed  or  less  severely 
punished,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense. 

Any  student  who  has  been  dismissed  from  the  College  must  leave 
the  premises  at  once,  but  by  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the 
President,  a  stay  of  24  hours  or  longer  may  be  permitted. 

All  official  communications  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  any  per- 
sons or  persons  connected  with  the  College,  shall  be  made  through 
the  President,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  forward  them  to  the  Board 
with  such  remarks  as  he  may  think  proper. 

Students  must  not  leave  the  campus,  except  for  short  walks,  with- 
out the  permission  of  President;  nor  must  they  leave  their  rooms 
during  study  hour  except  by  permission  of  some  teacher  or  monitor. 

After  regular  matriculation,  no  student,  excepting  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  College  physician,  will  be  permitted  to  go  home  or  else- 
where except  at  such  time  as  the  Faculty  may  designate,  unless  the 
parent  or  guardian  shall  have  explicitly  directed  the  President  to 
grant  leave. 

All  application  for  leave  to  go  home  or  elsewhere  must  be  for  a 
specified  time,  and  any  student  who  is  on  leave  of  absence  and  can- 
not return  at  expiration  of  the  time  granted  must  notify  the  Presi- 
dent, giving  reasons  therefor  and  asking  an  extension  and  designat- 
ing the  date  on  which  he  hopes  to  return. 

No  male  student  shall  visit  the  girls'  dormitory  or  College  Infirmary 
without  permission  of  the  President  of  the  Institution,  or  some  per- 
son designated  by  the  President. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms,  building  and  premises,  and  decorous  behavior 
are  required  at  all  times.  Students  are  required  to  extinguish  their 
light  and  retire  at  10:15  p.  m. 

CHRISTIAN  WORSHIP. 

The  College  aims  to  purify  the  heart  and  make  right  the  spirit  as 
well  as  to  develop  the  mind.  To  this  end  each  day's  work  is  begun 
with  devotional  exercises.  Sunday  School  and  preaching  services  are 
held  every  Sunday  morning;  prayer  meeting  Sunday  and  Wednesday 
nights.  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association,  meet  weekly  on  Sunday  evening.  These  or- 
ganizations do  much  good.  Students  are  invitde  to  attend  all  religious 
exercises. 
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THE  COLLEGE 

ENTRANCE    REQUIREMENTS. 

Candidates  for  admsision  to  the  Freshman  Year  must  qualify  by 
examination  or  by  certificate  on  fifteen  units  of  high  school  work. 

The  National  Conference  Committee  in  Standards  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  at  its  meeting  in  1909  recommended  the  following 
statement  of  what  should  be  considered  a  unit: 

"A  unit  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a  secondary 
school,  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of  a  full  year's  work." 

The  four-year  high  school  course  is  taken  as  a  basis,  and  it  is  as- 
sumed that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from  36  to  40  weeks, 
that  a  period  is  from  40  to  60  minutes  in  length,  and  that  the  study 
is  pursued  from  four  to  five  periods  a  week. 

ENTRANCE   BY  CERTIFICATE. 

For  entrance  to  the  College  without  examination,  a  certificate  of 
the  principal  of  an  accredited  school  must  be  presented  recommend- 
ing the  candidate  as  competent  to  pursue  college  studies,  and  show- 
ing fifteen  units  of  credits  as  follows:

ENTRANCE  BY  EXAMINATION. 

Candidates  who  do  not  present  from  an  accredited  school  certifi- 
cates covering  the  entrance  described  above,  must  pass  satisfactory 
examinations  in  such  subjects  of  the  required  and  the  elective  list 
above,  as  will  give  evidence  of  preparation  equivalent  to  that  furn- 
ished by  a  four  year  high  school  course. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  must  have 
pursued  studies  in  residence  for  at  least  one  full  college  year  of  thirty- 
six  weeks  during  his  Senior  year  and  must  receive  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Faculty  for  that  degree. 

All  required  subjects  must  have  been  satisfactorily  completed,  and 
the  candidate's  record  should  show  total  credits  to  the  amount  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty  (180)  term-hours  of  college  work,  a  term-hour 
being  defined  as  the  satisfactory  completion  of  a  college  subject  that 
requires  one  recitation  per  week  for  twelve  weeks,  the  recitation  per- 
iod being  not  less  than  45  minutes  in  length. 

All  college  students  must  carry  as  a  minimum  15  credit-hours  per 
quarter;  however,  by  special  permission  of  the  Grading  Committee, 
a  student  may  carry  20  credit-hours  per  quarter. 
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FOUR-YEAR  COURSE  IN  GENERAL  AGRICULTURE. 

These  courses  embrace  four  years  of  study  and  investiga- 
tion of  the  fundamental  laws  and  principles  underlying  successful 
crop  and  animal  production,  together  with  the  practical  application, 
of  those  principles  in  classroom,  laboratory  and  field. 

It  is  the  aim  to  give  students  such  rounded  conceptions 
of  the  dignity  of  labor  and  of  farm  labor  in  particular, 
and  such  knowledge  of  the  scientific  principles  underlying 
their  calling  as  will  enable  them  to  go  forth  with  a  reasonable  meas- 
ure of  confidence  in  their  ability  to  succeed  at  it;  that  in  whatever 
community  it  may  fall  their  lots  to  reside,  they  may  be  enthusiastic 
teachers  and  leaders  in  this  particular  field  of  endeavor,  and  a  stand- 
ing inspiration  to  the  agricultural  interests  of  their  several  communi- 
ties. 

The  work  outlined  in  these  courses  is  given  by  the  following  Depart- 
ments:     Agriculture,   Dairying  and  Animal   Husbandry,   Horticulture. 

Students  taking  the  course  in  General  Agriculture,  Horticulture, 
Dairy  and  Animal  Husbandry,  have  the  same  course  of  study  up 
through  the  Sophomore  years.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Junior  Year 
each  student  may  elect  one  or  the  other  of  these  Departments  for 
special  work,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  his  special  de- 
partment outline  his  schedule  of  special  work  for  the  two  remaining 
years. 

Students  finishing  either  of  these  courses  and  having  the  required 
number  of  credit  hours  will  receive  a  diploma,  and  have  conferred  up- 
on them  the  degree  Bachelor  of  Science.

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FOUR-YEAR  COURSES  IN  VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURAL 
EDUCATION. 

In  carrying  out  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  Government  in  des- 
ignating Alcorn  College  as  the  institution  for  the  training  of  teachers 
for  teaching  vocational  agriculture,  the  institution  has  established, 
and  now  maintains  the  Department  of  Teacher-training  in  Vocational 
Agricultural  Education.  Persons  wishing  to  qualify  themselves  as 
teachers  of  vocational  agriculture  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  are  re- 
quired to  secure  from  the  State  Board  for  Vocational  Education,  a 
Vocational  Teacher's  License;  and  to  secure  such  a  license,  teachers 
must  conform  to  the  State  Board's  regulation  touching  that  point; 
which  provides  that,  "Schools  maintaining  courses  in  vocational 
agriculture  must  employ,  on  a  twelve-months  basis,  as  teacher  of 
agriculture,  a  graduate  of  a  full  course  at  Alcorn  A.  &  M.  College,  or 
other  agricultural  college  of  equal  rank." 

At  present  the  college  maintains  two  separate  courses  for  the 
preparation  of  teachers  in  this  line  of  work;  one  a  Junior  College 
course,  and  the  other  a  Senior  College  course. 

The  Junior  College  course  is  maintained,  (1),  for  those  students 
who,  for  one  cause  or  another,  may  not  wish  to  remain  in  school  for 
the  full  four  college  years,  but  who  may  wish  to  get  out  and  answer 
the  call  of  service;  and,  (2),  to  meet  the  need  of  persons  who  are 
engaged  as  teachers  in  the  State,  but  who  have  not  made  the  special 
preparation  necessary  in  this  particular  line  of  work  to  conform  to 
the  State  Board's  requirements;  and  who,  therefore,  may  wish  to 
come  into  college  for  short  intensive  courses,  given  in  blocks,  until 
the  full  course  shall  have  been  finished,  and  all  requirements  met. 
This  course  is  regularly  completed  with  Sophomore  college  academic 
qualifications. 

Those  who  complete  the  Junior  College  course  receive  a  certificate 
to  that  effect,  and  the  Department's  certification  to  the  State  Board 
for  a  Vocational  Teacher's  License,  upon  the  receipt  of  which,  by 
the  State  Board,  the  License  will  be  issued. 

The  Senior  College  course  begins  with  Freshman  college,  and  runs 
four  years;  the  certain  courses  in  the  Junior  College  course  are  pre- 
requisites to  the  finishing  of  the  Senior  College  course. 

And  teachers  finishing  the  Senior  College  course,  will  receive  the 
degree,  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Agricultural  Education,  together  with 
the  Vocational  Teacher's  License,  issued  by  the  State  Board  for  Vo- 
cational Education.

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JUNIOR   COLLEGE  COURSE    IN    AGRICULTURAL   EDUCATION. 
(For    Teachers    of    Vocational    Agriculture.) 

This  course  covers  the  first  two  years  of  college  work;  therefore, 
those  who  would  register  for  this  course  must  complete,  as  a  pre- 
requisite, our  High  School  agricultural  course,  or  present  credits 
showing  that  they  have  had  the  equivalent  thereof.

JUNIOR    COLLEGE    COURSE    IN    HOME    ECONOMICS    EDUCATION. 
(Open   to   students  who    have   completed   the    High   School    Home 

Economics  Course  or  its  equivalent.) 
For  several  years,  the  courses  in  Home  Economics  have  furnished 
a  very  practical  portion  of  the  Alcorn  curriculum,  and  during  this 
period  many  capable  workers  have  been  sent  out  from  the  school. 
In  recognition  of  the  persistently  increasing  demand  for  better  teach- 
ers and  better  community  conditions  throughout  Mississippi,  the  Col- 
lege now  offers,  under  Federal  jurisdiction,  teacher-training  and  other 
vocational  courses  in  Home  Economics.  Attempt  is  made  to  bring 
before  the  students  the  several  vocational  possibilities  of  the  subject, 
and  to  assist  each,  by  specific  guidance  and  training,  to  a  choice  of 
and  preparation  for  that  phase  of  the  work  for  wich  she  shows  par- 
ticular aptitude. 

The  Vocational  Courses  are  four  years  in  length,  the  first  being  a 
year  of  basic  training  in  general  Home  Economics  that  is  required  of 
all  girls  in  attendance  at  the  College.  Upon  this  foundation,  three 
years  each  of  Domestic  Science  and  Art  and  one  year  of  Home  Nurs- 
ing, Laundering  and  Household  Management  furnish  the  technical 
equipment.  In  addition,  all  prospective  teachers  are  given  courses  in 
Vocational  Education,  Theory  and  General  Methods  of  Teaching  and 
Special  Methods  in  Home  Economics.  Increased  facilities  for  Practice 
Teaching  are  soon  to  be  available  to  all  student  teachers  of  this 
department. 

The  department  urges  all  who  expect  to  become  teachers  to  spend 
a  minimum  of  two  years  in  training,  beyond  the  High  School,  and 
to  remain  in  school,  wherever  possible,  sufficiently  long  to  complete 
the  full  College  course.

DESCRIPTION   OF  COURSES. 
AGRICULTURE. 

A.  T.  Busby,  Professor.  O.  W.  Sanders,  Assistant 

101.  Agronomy.  For  Freshmen.  A  knowledge  of  elementary  physics 
and  chemistry  having  been  acquired  by  the  student  as  a  necessary 
pre-requisite  to  this  course,  the  student  is  in  position  now  to  see  and 
understand  somewhat  the  relation  of  crops  to  soils  and  to  the  other 
factors  in  their  natural  environment  This  course  in  agronomy  makes 
possible  a  more  or  less  exhaustive  study  of  those  relationships.  Three 
recitations  or  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week.  Basic 
text — Snyder's  Soils  and  Fertilizers. 

102.  Rural  Economics  and  Farm  Management.  For  Juniors.  The 
aim  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  fundamental  law  of  business 
operating  in  farming  as  in  other  things,  and  to  help  him  to  know  all 
the  vital  factors  affecting  net  profits,  and  their  bearing  each  upon 
the  other  and  upon  the  common  objective — net  income.  Three  lectures 
or  recitations  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
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103.  Agricultural  Engineering.  For  Juniors.  Seniors  may  elect. 
Lectures  and  recitations  upon  the  mapping  of  farms;  fencing;  drain- 
age; farm  sanitation;  tillage  and  harvesting  machinery;  silos,  roads, 
etc.  Practical  work  in  map  making,  laying  out  drains,  rope  splicing, 
comparing  farm  machines,  etc. 

104.  Soil  Fertility.  For  Seniors.  Juniors  may  elect.  Lectures  and 
recitations  upon  the  chemistry  of  sells  and  the  principles  cf  fertility 

105.  Farm  Management.  For  Seniors.  Lectures  and  recitations  up- 
on the  developing  of  farming  as  a  business;  types  of  farming;  size 
of  farms;  cropping  systems;  live  stock  problems;  marketing  of  farm 
products,  and  choosing  and  buying  of  farms,  etc. 

106.  Special  Agronomy.  Elective  for  Seniors.  Advanced  work  for 
students  interested  in  some  particular  phase  of  Agronomy.  No  class 
exercises.  The  hours  and  kind  of  work  must  be  arranged  with  the  de- 
partment before  the  subject  is  elected. 

AGRICULTURAL  EDUCATION. 

P.  S.  Bowles,  Professor.  J.  B.  Wright,  Assistant. 

101..  .Vocational  Education,  (a)  The  problem  of  Vocational  Edu- 
cation. A  course  designed  to  show  the  growing  tendency  towards 
highly  specialized  labor,  the  nature  and  efficiency  of  the  old  agencies 
in  industrial  training,  and  demands  on  the  schools  for  training  for 
vocational  efficiency.     Fall  Quarter. 

(b)  The  object  of  this  course  is  to  present  some  of  the  common 
practices  of  vocational  education  as  shown  by  the  various  systems 
of  education  in  this  and  other  leading  commerical  countries.  Winter 
quarter. 

c)  A  course  with  particular  reference  to  the  school,  the  teacher, 
educational  advantages  as  influenced  by  types  of  organizations,  and 
the  problems  of  supervision  in  the  country  training  schools.  Spring 
quarter.     Freshman. 

102.  Educational  Psychology  and  General  Methods,  (a)  The 
course  in  Educational  Psychology  is  designed  to  emphasize  the  nerv- 
ous system  as  the  organ  of  sociological  adjustment,  the  intellectual 
aspect  of  the  mind  and  behavior  as  related  to  class-room  manage- 
ment, the  intellectual  aspect  of  the  mind  and  behavior,  sense  train- 
ing and  its  problems,  but  the  higher  thought  processes. 

(b-c)  A  course  designed  to  establish  for  teachers  correct  object- 
ives in  education;  to  disclose  certain  fundamental  principles  oper- 
ating in  all  healthy  educational  effort,  and  to  show  their  possible  and 
necessary  application  in  teaching  the  vocational  subjects.  Winter 
and  Spring  terms.     Juniors. 

103.  Rural  Sociology.  (a)  The  principles  in  Rural  Sociology; 
the  role  of  social  institutiions;  a  study  of  sanitary  conditions  and 
regulations  as  affecting  rural  welfare.  Fall  Quarter,  Sophomore 
year.    Credits,  3  Term  Hrs. 
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(b)  A  study  of  rural  social  life  and  methods  of  improving  same; 
social  forces  and  factors;  institutions  and  organizations  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  rural  school  and  its  problems.  Winter  Quarter. 
Rec.  3,  Credit,  3  Term  Hrs. 

(c)  Continuation  of  103 — (b)  with  a  mere  specific  study  of  the 
larger  problems  of  rural  life  and  the  role  of  the  school  as  a  factor  in 
their  solution.     Spring  Quarter,  Rec.  3,  Credit,  3  Term  Hrs. 

104.  Special  Methods  and  Practice  Teaching,  (a)  Special  Methods. 
A  frank  statement  and  discussion  of  the  problems  met  with  in  teach- 
ing vocational  agriculture;  the  home  project;  the  organization  of 
material  for  instruction  in  agriculture  enterprise  analysis  and  the 
making  of  lesson  plans,  and  project  study  outlines;  equipment  and 
supplies  for  teaching  agriculture,  community  activities  of  the  voca- 
tional teacher.    Fall  Term,  3  hours.     Sophomore  Year. 

(b-c)  Practice  Teaching.  This  course  gives  opportunity  for  the 
practical  application  of  principles  learned  in  102.  Seniors  are  given 
charge.  un£er  supervision  of  classes  m  Agriculture  in  First  Year  and 
Second  Year  High  School  where  the  principles  of  material  organiza- 
tion, the  use  of  the  laboratory  and  agricultural  library  in  teaching  ag- 
riculture, and  the  home  project  are  brought  into  play.  3  hours. 
Winter  and  Fall  Terms. 

105.  Principles  and  Methods  Of  School  Administration.  This 
course  is  designed  to  fill  the  want  now  so  keenly  felt  thruout  the  State 
by  these  schools  and  communities,  and  especially  our  County-training 
Schools,  wherein  it  is  desirable  to  secure  the  services  of  a  man  who, 
in  addition  to  having  technical  training  as  a  teacher  of  agriculture, 
also  has  training  in  the  organization  and  administration  of  schools. 
The  course  is  conducted  thruout  the  junior  year — the  year  previous  to 
the  year  in  which  the  Seniors  are  given  their  practice-teaching 
course,  so  that  the  principles  learned  during  the  junior  year,  may  be 
put  into  practice  in  the  Senior  year. 

Principles  and  Methods  (a)  This  division  of  the  course  will  be 
devoted  to  study  of  the  factors  that  condition  successful  teaching, 
and  their  respective  bearing  upon  the  securing  of  satisfactory  results 
in  education.     Credit,  3  Term  Hours.     Junior  year.    First  term. 

Principles  and  Methods  (b)  Will  be  a  study  of  the  relative  value 
of  the  courses  generally  classed  as  High  School  courses,  ways  and 
means  of  properly  co-ordinating  and  adjusting  them,  and  evaluating 
thtir  aims;  also  a  study  of  the  common  devices  used  by  successful 
school  men  and  women  for  securing  and  maintaining  order;  of  econ- 
omizing time,  and  of  getting  voluntary  social  co-operation  among 
pupils.     Credit,  3  Terms  Hrs.,  second  term. 

Principles  and  Methods  (c)  This  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  a 
reasonable  mastery  of  the  use  and  value  of  intelligence  tests,  and  the 
various  devices  used  as  scales  of  measurement;  also  this  course  will 
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inquire  into  the  value  and  uses  and  methods  of  making  Lesson  Fians 
for  lessons  in  general.     Credit,  3  Terms  Hrs.,  third  term. 

106.  Educational  Sociology.  (a)  A  study  of  social  forces,  pro- 
cesses, and  values;  a  course  designed  to  help  the  student  to  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  value,  control,  and  the  importance  of  the  utilization 
of  group  life  and  social  processes  towards  the  improvements  of  hu- 
man conditions.  Fall  Term.  Junior  Year.  Rec.  3.  Credit,  3  Term 
Hrs. 

(b)  Social  Foundations  of  Education;  a  scientific  determination  of 
educational  objectives  in  their  relation  to  social  and  economic  well- 
being.     Winter  Term.     Rec.  3.     Credit,  5  Terms  Hrs. 

(c)  The  Social  Foundations  of  the  Elementary  and  High  School 
Subjects.  Chief  emphasis  on  modern  educational  practices,  especially 
in  the  selection  of  vocational  subjects.  Spring  Term.  Rec.  3.  Credit 
3  Term  Hrs. 

107.  Agricultural  Journalism  and  Library  Science,  (a)  Beginning 
Technical  Journalism  and  Agricultural  Advertising;  news  value,  news 
styles,  news  gathering  and  writing.  Fall  Quarter.  Senior  Years.  3 
Rec.     Credit,  3  Hrs. 

(b)  Agricultural  Publicity;  the  staging  of  agricultural  fairs  and 
exhibits,  and  appropriately  advertising  same;  editorial  writing  for 
technical  journals;  structure,  style,  and  principles  involved  in  edi- 
torial writing  for  technical  journals,  with  special  emphasis  on  farm 
journals.     Winter  Quarter.     Rec.  3.     Credit,  3  Term  Hrs. 

(c)  Library  Instruction.  Library  Science.  The  use  of  libraries, 
arrangement  and  classification  of  books  for  ready  reference;  a  survey 
of  agricultural  literature,  and  means  of  securing  same.  Spring  Term. 
Rec.  3.    Credits,  3  Term  Hrs. 

108.  Review  of  Farm  Skills..  This  course  is  designed  to 
be  the  teacher's  final  preparation  for  the  active  work  of 
supervising  and  directing  farm  activities.  If  the  teacher- 
candidate  has  not  personally  been  in  charge  of,  and  actually 
conducted  a  project  through  its  life  cycle  to  market  or  consumption, 
either  in  High  School  or  in  College,  then  this  is  the  course  where 
such  participation,  is  required.  If  the  teacher-candidate  has,  then 
it  is  here  where  he  is  put  in  charge  of  other  students  who  have  proj- 
ects, to  supervise  them  under  as  nearly  normal  conditions  as  can  be 
secured.  It  may  involve  the  supervision  of  crop  projects,  or  animal 
projects,  or  garden  projects  or  all  three  at  one  and  the  same  time. 
This  supervision  is  conducted  in  connection  with  the  teacher's  prac- 
tice. Teaching,  3  hours  per  week,  first,  second  and  third  quarters. 
Seniors. 

DAIRYING  AND  ANIMAL    HUSBANDRY. 
101.     Animal   Husbandry.     For  Sophomores.     This  course  acquaints 
the  student  with  the  foundations  of  live  stock  industry.     In  the  lec- 
tures, the  types  and  market  classes  of  farm  animals,  and  their  uses 
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are  considered;  in  the  laboratory  period  elementary  judging  practice 
familiarizes  the  student  with  animals  of  various  types.  Textbook: 
Market  classes  of  Live  Stock — Vaughan. 

102.  Types  and  Breeds  of  Live  Stock.  For  Juniors.  A  course  cov- 
ering the  origin,  history,  development  and  characteristics  of  the  dif- 
ferent breeds  of  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  swine.  Textbook:  Plumb's 
"Breeds  and  Types  of  Farm  Animals." 

103.  Feeds  and  Feeding..  For  Juniors.  A  study  of  feeding  practice 
as  related  to  all  farm  animals.  Considerable  work  will  be  given  in 
the  formulation  of  rations. 

104.  Milk  and  Milk  Composition.  For  Juniors.  The  development 
of  the  dairy  business  in  the  United  States;  the  composition,  secre- 
tion and  general  characteristics  of  milk;  contamination  and  fermen- 
tation; the  study  of  analysis  of  milk  products  by  the  use  of  the  Bab- 
cock  test  for  fat,  test  for  acidity  and  adulteration,  and  ordinary  pre- 
servatives; moisture  test  for  butter;  methods  for  testing  herds  and 
developing  them  to  higher  efficiency;    problems. 

105.  Butter  Making.  For  Juniors.  Seniors  may  elect.  Study  of 
separators;  handling  milk  and  cream,  churning;   certified  milk. 

106.  Herd  and  Stud- Book  Study.  For  Seniors;  Juniors  may  elect. 
An  advanced  course  in  the  study  of  the  breeds  of  live  stock,  familiar- 
izing the  student  with  the  detailed  history  of  the  breed,  the  most  pro- 
ductive sires  and  dames  of  the  various  breeds,  and  the  successful  lines 
and  methods  of  breeding. 

107.  Market  Milk.  For  Seniors;  Juniors  may  elect.  A  study  of  mar- 
ket conditions;  food  value  of  milk  and  its  uses  as  food;  milk  inspec- 
tion. 

108.  Dairying.  For  Seniors;  Juniors  may  elect.  A  general  course 
designed  for  students  who  wish  to  take  only  one  course  in  dairying. 
The  work  given  will  cover  briefly  the  composition  and  secretion  of 
milk,  the  Babcock  fat  test,  the  relation  of  bacteria  to  dairy  work  and 
principles  of  creaming;  separators;  elementary  butter  making;  proper 
methods  of  handling  milk  and  cream;  and  the  relation  of  market 
milk  to  public  health. 

POULTRY  HUSBANDRY. 

Poultry  Husbandry  1.  An  elementary  course  for  Sophomores,  dur- 
ing the  Spring  term.  Course  will  be  an  introduction  to  the  course 
following,  and  will  take  up  the  fundamentals  of  the  poultry  industry. 
A  brief  period  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  history  and  origin 
of  the  poultry  industry  in  this  country,  and  with  stress  on  the  devel- 
opment of  the  indutsry. 

Poultry  Husbandry  2.  For  Juniors;  will  make  a  study  of  the  prob- 
lems of  the  poultry  raiser,  and  also  a  thorough  study  of  the  care  and 
management  of  the  flock. 
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ECONOMICS. 
President  L.  J.  Rowan. 

This  course  is  an  advanced  one  in  a  study  of  the  Principles  and 
their  Application  to  the  problems  of  the  Production;  Exchange  and 
the  Distribution  of  Wealth.     Text:     Laughlin's.     Credit:     3  1-2  hours. 

EDUCATION. 

1 .  Introduction  to  Education. — A  brief  consideration  of  the  chief 
topics  in  various  branches  of  education — such  as  the  learning  process, 
choice  of  subjects  of  study,  methods  of  teaching  and  classroom  man- 
agement, etc.    Two  hours.     Sophomore  Year. 

2.  Psychology. — See  Philosophy   1. 

3.  History  of  Modern  Education. — A  study  of  the  important  educa- 
tional institutions  and  theories  that  have  flourished  since  1500.  The 
aim  is  to  show  that  social  and  economic  changes  precede  and  de- 
termine educational  changes;  and  to  give  an  adequate  presentation  of 
a  few  representative  men  and  movement  that  have  influenced  the 
course  of  education.  Three  hours.  First  and  second  terms.  Senior 
Year. 

ENGLISH. 

I.  S.  Sanders,  Professor.  E.  R.  Garrett,  Assistant 

M.  W.  Hubbard,  Assistant. 

Stated  broadly,  the  aim  of  the  Department  of  English  is  two-fold: 
First,  to  give  the  student  command  of  the  art  of  effective  communica- 
tion of  thought  in  spoken  and  written  English  for  use  in  his  public 
and  private  life;  second,  to  deepen  and  enrich  the  student's  life  and 
broaden  his  outlook.  These  ends  are  sought  by  means  of  instruction 
in  composition  and  English  speech  and  Literature. 

English  courses  101,  102,  103  are  pre-requisite  to  all  other  College 
English  courses.  It  is  the  aim  of  these  courses  to  teach  the  student 
to  think  clearly,  to  write  simple  and  correct  English,  and  to  like 
good  books. 

101.  English  Composition.  Established  usages;  description;  the 
whole  composition;  the  paragraph;  the  sentence;  the  word;  long 
themes;  daily  themes;  class  themes;  class  discussion;  lectures. 
Textbooks:  The  Study  and  Practice  of  Writing  English — Lomer  and 
Ashmun;  Essays  and  Studies— F.  M.  Smith.  Autumn  Quarter.  Fresh- 
man Year. 

102.  English  Composition.  Continuation  of  English  101;  exposi- 
tion.    Winter  Quarter.     Freshman  Year. 

103.  English  Composition.  Continuation  of  English  102;  narration; 
biography;  the  drama.  Textbooks:  Lormer  and  Ashmun's,  The  Study 
and  Practice  of  Writing  English;    Representative  Narrative— Maxey. 

English  104.  Argumentation  and  Debating. — The  aim  is  to  give 
training  in  logical  and  systematic  methods  of  thought.  Practice  is 
given  in  preparation  of  briefs  and  in  oral  debates.  Spring  Quarter. 
Sophomore  Year. 
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English  105-106-107. — Literature.  A  General  Survey  of  English 
Literature. — A  study  of  the  life  and  literature  of  the  English  people 
from  Beowulf  to  Kipling,  with  special  emphasis  on  nineteenth-cen- 
tury literature.  Outside  readings  accompany  classroom  work.  Class 
discussions,  written  reports,  lectures.  Texts:  Halleck's  New  English 
Literature;  Century  Readings  in  English  Literature.  Three  hours. 
Sophomore  Year. 

English  108-109.  Literature. — A  study  of  the  history  and  develop- 
ment of  American  literature  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  present 
day,  with  special  attention  to  New  England  and  Southern  authors. 
Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  social  and  intellectual  forces  in  American 
life  and  history  as  they  have  found  expression  in  representative  liter- 
ature. Class  discussions,  written  reports,  lectures.  Texts:  Bron- 
son's  A  History  of  American  Literature;  Page's  The  Chief  Amer- 
ican Poets.  Four  hours.  Autumn  and  Winter  Quarters.  (Elective). 
Junior  Year. 

English  110.  Shakespeare. — A  careful  study  of  a  few  of  the  plays 
of  Shakespeare,  with  a  rapid  reading  of  a  number  of  others.  The  aim 
is  to  give  the  student  a  knowledge  of  the  Shakesperian  forms  of  ex- 
pression, of  the  Shakesperian  vocabulary,  and  of  some  fundamental 
principles  of  dramatic  structure.  Four  hours.  Spring  Term.  Junior 
Year. 

111.  Literature.  The  Negro  in  Literature  and  Art  in  Ameri- 
ca. This  course  is  a  survey  of  the  artistic  achievement  of  the 
Negro  from  Phillis  Wheatley  to  contemporaries.  Outside  readings, 
papers,  discussions.  Texts:  Brawley's  History  of  the  Negro  in  Lit- 
erature and  Art  in  U.  S.,  and  Johnson's  The  Book  of  American  Negro 
Poetry.     (Elective). 

112.  Advance  Composition.  The  Short  Story. — A  study  of  the 
genesis  and  development  of  the  modern  short  story.  Representative 
stories  are  studied  and  discussed  with  the  aim  of  developing  critical 
power  and  appreciation.      (Elective). 

English  113-114.  Literary  Criticism. — A  study  of  the  fundamental 
principles  by  which  a  work  of  literature  is  judged.  Critical  reading 
by  master-pieces  of  prose  and  poetry,  class  discussion,  lectures. 
Text:  Winchester's  Principles  of  Literary  Criticism.  Three  hours. 
Senior  Year. 

English  115.  Essay  Writing. — A  study  of  the  nature  and  style  of 
the  essay,  chiefly  expository,  as  illustrated  in  leading  magazine  arti- 
cles and  editorials,  and  in  representative  essays  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  Constant  practice  in  essay-writing  on  subjects  of  direct  in- 
terest to  the  student.  Individual  and  group  conferences.  Drill  in  ac- 
curacy of  expression,  condensation,  proportion  and  emphasis.  Three 
hours.     Senior  Year. 
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ENGLISH  SPEECH. 

101.  Public  Speaking.  Practice  in  argumentation  and  debating 
and  in  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  formal  addresses  and  orations. 
Textbooks:  Argumentation  and  Debating — Foster;  Forms  of  Public 
Address — Baker.     One  hour  a  week.     Freshman  Year. 

102.  Public   Speaking.     Continuation  of  101.     Sophomore  Year. 

103.  Public  Speaking.  The  aim  is  to  develop  the  ability  to  ad- 
dress an  audience  effectively  and  to  preside  satisfactorily  at  meet- 
ings of  various  kinds.  Practice  in  the  delivery  of  extemporaneous 
speeches;   survey  of  current  events.     One  hour  a  week.    Junior  Year. 

104.  Damatic  Presentation.  The  analysis  and  interpretation  of 
modern  and  classic  drama.  Those  chosen  for  this  course  take  part 
in   presentation   in  public.     One  hour. 

HISTORY  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCE. 

J.  C.  Holmes,  Professor.  W.  R.  Wiley,  Assistant. 

The  aim  of  these  courses  in  history  and  its  allied  subjects  Is  pri- 
marily to  develop  intelligent  and  patriotic  citizens  with  an  insigh* 
into  the  social  organization  and  work  of  the  social  institutions  that 
surround  the  life  of  the  average  citizen,  and  with  a  working  knowl- 
edge of  the  machinery  of  government;  to  teach  the  history  and  ideals 
of  our  country,  to  create  a  love  for  American  institution,  and  a  will- 
ingness to  co-operate  in  every  reasonable  way  to  defend  and  maintaii 
them. 

101-102-103.  Freshman  History.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to 
pick  up  the  thread  of  European  history  at  the  Congress  oi  Vienna, 
where  we  left  it  at  the  end  of  the  Second  Year  High  School,  and  "At- 
tempt to  describe  in  brief  compass  the  evolution  of  European  civili- 
zation during  the  Ninteenth  Century".  Schapire's  Modern  and  Con- 
temporary European  History  is  the  text  to  be  used.  Thru  each  term 
a  satisfactory  amount  of  work  in  collateral  reading  and  current  his- 
tory must  be  done.    Four  times  a  week  for  three  terms.     , 

104-105.  American  History.  English  history  is  so  interwoven  with 
American  history  that  the  student  of  American  history  can  not  fully 
appreciate  the  origin  and  growth  of  the  latter  without  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  former.  Much  attention  is  therefore  given  to  the 
social,  political,  and  industrial  development  of  that  government  as 
well  as  to  the  biography  of  its  leaders.  Regular  textbook  work  is 
supplemented  by  collateral  reading  and  discussions  of  current  topics. 
Four  hours  a  week,  first  and  second  terms  of  Sophomore  Year.  Text- 
books used  are  Hart's  Formation  of  the  Union,  and  Wilson's  Division 
and  Reunion. 

106.  Negro  History.  This  course  is  offered  to  "Present  to  our  stu- 
dents in  succinct  form,  the  history  of  the  United  States  as  it  has  been 
influenced  by  the  presence  of  the  Negro  in  this  country." 

It  is  prescribed  for  the  Sophomore  class.    Third  term,  four  term-hrs.

SOCIOLOGY. 

The  Social  Sciences  have  for  their  chief  object  the  improvement  of 
the  student  as  an  individual,  as  a  citizen,  and  as  a  social  unit. 

Sociology  seeks  to  guide  social  evolution  in  harmony  with  the  needs 
of  human  nature;  to  formulate  scientific  solutions  to  social  problems 
and  promote  their  adoption  as  reforms.  Aside  from  the  text,  many 
collateral  helps  are  used.  Eight  term-hours.  Second  and  third  terms. 
Seniors. 

Ethics.     See  Philosophy  3. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  EDUCATION. 
Mrs.   O.   K.   Benson,  Professor. 

101.  Vocational  Education — The  object  of  this  course  is  to  arouse 
in  the  mind  of  the  student  a  conception  of  the  social  and  economic 
changes  that  have  led  to  the  present-day  demand  for  a  more  practical 
kind  of  education  than  is  offered  by  the  purely  academic  type  of 
school.  The  course  consists  of  lectures,  discussions,  readings  and  rec- 
itations upon  various  phases  of  the  subject,  as  adjustment  of  liberal  and 
vocational  education;  the  several  national  types  of  training  and  those 
found  most  practicable  for  American  schools;  the  pedagogical  divis- 
ions and  the  possible  developments  of  vocational  training;  together 
with  a  study  of  problems  arising  through  its  adoption  in  urban  (in- 
dustrial) and  rural  (agricultural  communities.  Text.  Snedden, 
Weeks  and  Cubberley,  Vocational  Education.     Assigned  references. 

102.  Principles  and  General  Methods  of  Education.  A  course 
of  lectures,  reference  readings  and  general  discussions  con- 
cerning the  basic  principles  of  teaching  founded  upon  the  psychol- 
ogical development  of  the  normal  child.  Subjects  considered  include 
the  chief  aims  of  education,  general  and  specific  methods  of  training, 
of  planning  lessons,  teaching  pupils  to  study  and  testing  results  ob- 
tained. Texts:  Jones,  Principles  of  Education;  Earhart,  Types  of 
Teaching;    Assigned  references. 

103.  Special  Methods  in  Home  Economics.  Aim — To  furnish  a 
basis  for  the  application  of  this  form  of  specialized  work,  its  place  in 
modern  education,  and  the  best  methods  of  presenting  the  different 
phases  to  pupils. 

Method — Lecture,  reference  work,  recitation;  study  of  different 
types  of  equipment;  observation  of  work  in  all  branches  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics;  practice  teaching. 

Content — History  of  the  movement;  pioneers;  noted  workers  of  to- 
day; growth  of  movement  in  American  and  foreign  schools;  varying 
aims  of  courses;  values;  relation  to  other  subjects;  application  to 
social  conditions. 

The  Teachers-Qualifications,  training,  opportunities,  and  growth. 
Methods  of  teaching;  equipment;  courses  ;  planning  lessons.  Biblio- 
graphy, charts,  practice  material;   possibilities  of  support. 
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References:  Cooley,  Winchell,  etc.,  Teaching  Home  Economics; 
Talbert;  The  Education  of  Women;  Hunt,  Life  of  Ellen  H.  Richards. 

104.  Household  Management.  A  theoretical  and  practical  course 
with  the  following  aims:  The  physical  well-being,  mental  discipline 
and  social  advancement  of  the  family  unit.  It  includes  a  study  of 
essentials  in  the  equipment  and  management  of  a  modern  home;  the 
value  of  a  good  working  outfit;  care  and  use  of  all  tools;  arrange- 
ment for  labor-saving  and  for  comfort;  facilities  for  heating  and 
cooking,  for  lighting  and  ventilating. .  water  supply,  purity,  conven- 
ience;  screening,  avoidance  of  pests. 

Routine  activities  and  occasional  tasks  listed  into  a  workable  sched- 
ule; proper  division  of  day  for  work,  recreation,  rest  Budget-making 
on  basis  of  income;  house-hold  marketing  and  general  buying;  proper 
feeding  and  correct  service  of  food  in  the  family;  good  taste  in  choice 
of  clothing,  furniture,  ornament,  etc.  Care  of  exterior  of  home;  sani- 
tary disposal  of  waste;  place  for  live-stock.  Social  relations;  decen- 
cies and  refinement  of  living.  Adjustments  of  the  household  pro- 
gram to  meet  unusual  demands. 

References.  Talbot  and  Breckinridge,  The  Modern  Household; 
Broadhurst,  Home  and  Community  Hygiene;  Bureau  of  Applied  Eco- 
nomics;   Standards  of  Living  and  other  Bulletins. 

HORTICULTURE. 

H.  T.  Tanner,  Professor. 

101.  Entomology.  For  Sophomores.  In  this  course  the  student  is 
made  acquainted  with  insect  life  and  habits,  generally,  and  hence  with 
the  natural  and  logical  means  of  successfully  combatting  them.  Three 
times  per  week,  lecture  or  recitation.  One  laboratory  hour  per  week. 
Basic  Text — Weed's. 

102.  For  Juniors.  This  course  embraces  all  the  fundamental  princi- 
ples in  general  gardening,  fruit  growing,  and  canning.  The  construc- 
tion and  use  of  hot  beds  and  cold  frames;  the  principles  and  methods 
of  grafting,  budding,  layering  of  orchard  fruits;  and  the  ways  and 
methods  of  successful  canning  and  preserving  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
are  taught  theoretically  and  practically.  Three  lectures  or  recitations 
and  two  laboratory  hours  per  week  required.  Basic  Tests:  Bailey, 
together  with  numerous  bulletins. 

103.  Landscape  Gardening.  For  Juniors.  Elements  of  Landscape 
Gardening. 

104.  Principles  of  Forestry.  Juniors.  Seniors  may  elect.  This 
course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  a  general  view  of  the  field  of  forestry. 

105.  Floriculture  (Elective).  Juniors  and  Seniors.  A  study  of  the 
culture  of  carnations,  violets,  sweetpeas,  etc.,  and  the  art  of  making 
artistic  flower  beds  and  beautifying  grounds. 

106.  Nursery  Practice.  Seniors.  Juniors  may  elect.  This  course 
treats  of  the  fundamental  methods  of  plant  propagation,  by  seeds, 
cuttings,  budding,  grafting,  etc.     Lectures  and  practice. 

107.  Horticultural  Manufacture.  For  Seniors.  Canning  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  as  practiced  in  the  home  and  commercial  canneries. 
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MATHEMATICS. 
B.  L.  Waits,  Professor.  O.  T.  Henderson,  Assistant 

Mathematics  101.  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry.  The  work 
covers:  Logarithms,  definitions  and  relations  of  the  six  trigonometric 
functions  as  ratios;  proofs  of  the  principal  formulae;  trigonometric 
equations  and  solutions  of  plane  triangles.  4  credit  hours;  Autumn 
Quarters;    Freshman  Year. 

Mathematics  102.  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry.  Problems 
involving  plane  oblique  triangles;  discussions  of  spherical  triangles; 
discussions  of  formulae  used  to  solve  spherical  triangles;  solution  of 
spherical  triangles.    4  credit  hours;  Winter  Quarter.    Freshman  Year. 

Mathematics  103.  Land  Surveying.  The  study  of  surveying  which 
follows  the  course  in  trigonometry  includes  recitation  and  field  work. 
The  extensive  grounds  of  the  college  campus  form  a  field  convenient 
and  admirably  adapted  to  the  work  of  teaching  surveying. 

The  work  in  this  course  consists  of  elementary  problems  involving 
the  use  of  chains,  surveyor's  compass,  transit  and  level.  4  credit 
hours;   Spring  Quarter;   Freshman  Year. 

Mathematics  104.  Advanced  Algebra.  This  course  emDraces  the 
study  of  simultaneous  quadratics,  equations  of  quodratic  form,  theory 
of  equations,  theory  of  exponents,  continued  fractions,  determinants, 
complex  numbers,  permutations,  combinations  and  chance.  Four 
credit  hours;   Autumn  Quarter;    Sophomore  Year. 

Mathematics  105.  Analytic  Geometry.  This  course  embraces  a 
study  of  the  straight  line  and  circle  in  Cartesian  and  Polar  co-ordi- 
nates.    4  credit  hours;   Winter  Quarter;    Sophomore  Year. 

Mathematics  106.  Analytic  Geometry.  This  course  covers  the  par- 
abola, ellipse  and  hyperbola  and  the  properties  of  the  general  equation 
of  the  second  degree.  4  credit  hours;  Spring  Quarter;  Sophomore 
Year. 

Mathematics  107.  Calculus.  Elements  of  differential  Calculus.  4 
credit  hours;   Autumn  Quarter;   elective  Junior  Year. 

Mathematics  108.  Calculus.  Elements  of  Integral  Calculus.  4 
credit  hours;   Winter  Quarter;   Elective  Junior  Year. 

Mathematics  109.  Calculus.  Brief  course  in  some  of  the  most 
important  methods  used  in  solution  of  differential  equations  of  first 
and  higher  orders,  with  practical  applications.  4  credit  hours;  Spring 
Quarter;    Elective  Junior  Year. 

Mathematics  110.  History.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  the 
origin  and  developments  of  mathematics  with  special  emphasis  on 
Arithmetic,  Algebra  and  Geometry.  8  credit  hours;  Autumn  and 
Winter  Quarter;   Elective  Senior  Year. 

Mathematics  111.  Teachings  of  Mathematics.  A  study  of  the  fun- 
damental notions  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  and  Geometry;  Treatment 
of  Modern  Methods  of  Teaching;  methods  of  correlating  the  subject 
with  interest  to  the  pupils.  Criticism  of  texts.  4  credit  hours;  Spring 
Quarter;  Elective  Senior  Year. 

PHILOSOPHY 

1.  Psychology.— This  course  aims  to  give  the  student  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  mental  processes.  It  includes  the  study  of  the  re- 
lations of  body  and  mind,  consciousness,  attention,  habit,  sensation, 
rnrmory,  feeling  and  volition,  imagination,  etc.,  and  the  relation  of 
psychology  to  natural  science.  Four  hours.  First  and  second  terms. 
Junior  Year. 

2.  Logic. — This  course  deals  with  lo^ic  £s  the  science  and  art  of 
thinking.    The  to  pics  discussed  are  those  usually  found  in  a  survey  of 
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logic — the  various  forms  of  judgment,  inductive  and  deductive  reas- 
oning, use  of  hypothesis,  syllogisms  and  fallacies,  etc.  Three  hours. 
First  term.     Senior  Year. 

3.  Ethics. — This  course  considers:  The  evolution  of  the  moral 
problem,  the  nature  of  moral  conduct,  current  ethical  theories,  etc., 
and  the  application  of  these  to  the  present  problems  of  social  and 
individual  life.  It  aims  to  cultivate  an  intelligent  attitude  toward 
the  great  moral  questions  and  movements  of  today.  Two  hours. 
Second  and  third  terms.     Senior  Year. 


SCIENCE. 

O.  A.  Ross,  Professor.  A.  D.  Snodgrass,  Assistant 

1.  Zoology.  This  subject  covers  a  period  of  three  months  in  the 
Freshman  year.  The  student  is  led  to  understand  the  generic  terms, 
the  steps  in  Classification,  through  Branches,  Classes,  Orders,  Gen- 
uses  and  Species  and  these  are  always  associated  with  the  animal's 
common  name.  The  animal  of  the  several  Branches  are  carefully 
studied,  their  chief  differences  from  other  branches,  their  Habitat, 
Detriment  and  Benefit  to  man.  Local  and  Domestic  animals  are 
studied  with  especial  care  and  system.  About  one-half  of  the  time 
is  used  in  capturing  specimens  and  classifying  them.  Each  student 
mounts  a  given  number  of  Invertebrates  and  Vertebrates,  the  latter 
being  generally  preserved  in  alcohol  for  study.  These  are  kept  for 
future  use  in  the  Biological  Laboratory.     Freshman  Year. 

2.  Botany.  This  course  covers  the  last  six  months  in  the  Fresh- 
man year.  It  embraces  a  more  thorough  and  exhaustive  study  of 
the  plant,  each  chapter  leading  the  student  into  more  complex  facts 
and  elements  of  the  plant  life.  Their  special  uses  to  man,  their  hab" 
itat,  their  adaptation  to  peculiar  soils,  their  healthful  and  injurious 
effects,  are  carefully  studied,  the  work  leading  from  Generalization 
to  Specialization.  The  student  is  taught  to  investigate  the  laws  and 
general  agents  influencing  plant  life.  The  Herbarium  is  used  in 
the  last  three  months  for  drawing  diagrams  of  the  Plant  and  Flower, 
and  for  mounting  and  preserving  the  parts  of  the  plant.  Freshman 
Year. 

3.  College  Physics. — Six  hours  a  week  equally  divided  between 
classroom  and  laboratory  work.  Textbook:  Tourney  and  Smith. 
Sophomore  Year. 

4.  Geology. — Two  terms.  Four  hours  a  week  with  two  hours  of 
laboratory  work,  including  the  study  of  the  common  rocks  and  min- 
erals, together  with  the  methods  used  in  indentifying  them  by  means 
of  their  physical  and  chemical  properties.     Junior  Year. 

5.  Chemistry. — Third  term.  Four  hours  a  week,  with  two  hours 
of  laboratory  work,  includes  the  study  of  the  non-metals  and  the 
metals.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  more  important  applica- 
tions of  General  Chemistry.  Textbook:  Handsock  and  Fuller. 
Junior  Year. 

6.  Organic  Chemistry.— Four  hours  a  week  with  four  hours  of 
laboratory  work  for  the  first  term.  This  course  includes  the  study  of 
the  Carbon  Compounds.  Attention  is  paid  to  the  starches,  sugars,  al- 
cohols, ethers,  etc.,  with  reference  to  their  composition,  economic  use 
and  commercial  value.    Senior  Year. 

Qualitative  Analysis— second  term,  with  laboratory  work. 
Quantitative  Analysis— third  term,  with  laboratory  work. 
Textbook:     Hancock  and  Fuller. 
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THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

For  admission  to  the  High  School  the  applicant  must  have  com- 
pleted the  eighth  grade  of  this  institution,  or  must  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  having  finished  its  equivalent. 

Students  graduating  from  the  Alcorn  High  School  will  be  required 
to  have  credits  as  follows:  English,  4  units;  Algebra,  1  unit;  Plane 
Geometry,  1  unit;  History,  3  units;  Science,  2  1-2  units  (one  of  which 
must  be  either  Chemistry  or  Physics) ;  and  enough  of  other  subjects 
accepted  by  the  faculty  to  make  a  total  of  16  unitsf  of  high  school 
work. 

Each  of  the  courses  outlined  below  offers  a  high  school  certificate, 
which  entitles  the  holder  to  the  College  freshman  year.  Students 
may  elect  any  one  of  these  courses.  Choice  of  courses  should  de- 
pend  upon   inclination   of   student.

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DESCRIPTIVE  COURSES 
Agriculture 
Agriculture  1,  2,  3 — First  Year  College  Preparatory.  This  is  a  brief 
course  in  agriculture,  maintained  for  those  students  who,  for  valid 
reasons  may  be  behind  on  agriculture,  but  who  may  be  able  to  qualify 
otherwise  for  First  Year  College  Preparatory.  Time:  Five  hours  per 
week. 

Animal  Husbandry 
Animal  Husbandry — Second  Year  College  Preparatory.  This  is  a 
course  on  General  Animal  Husbandry,  wherein  the  students  are  made 
familiar  with  the  life,  habits,  breeding,  feeding,  care  and  management 
of  our  domestic  animals;  especially  those  varieties  that  are  of  per- 
manent economic  value  to  the  average  farm  home.  Text,  Together 
with  numerous  notes  and  Bulletins. 

Civics 

Garner's  Higher  Civics  is  prescribed  for  the  Senior  Preparatory 
Class  Five  hours  a  week,  third  term.  The  chief  aim  of  the  course  is 
to  make  good  citizens  by  giving  them  a  clear  exposition  of  the  great 
principles  of  the  constitution  and  a  working  knowledge  of  the  nature 
and  operation  of  our  government.  Regular  text  book  work  is  supple- 
mented by  collateral  reading  and  discussions  of  assigned  topics. 

ENGLISH 

The  particular  results  to  be  sought  in  the  English  Course  are:  (1) 
command  of  correct  and  clear  English,  spoken  and  written;  (2)  ability 
to  read  v/ith  accuracy,  intelligence  and  appreciation. 

1-2.  Composition  and  Rhetoric.  Theme  writing,  grammar,  spell- 
ing, punctuation,  sentence  and  paragraph  structure,  sentence  analy- 
sis, letter  writing.  Textbook:  Sentence  and  Theme — C.  H.  Ward. 
Autumn  and  Winter  Quarters.     First  Year. 

3.  Literature,  with  incidental  composition.  Spring  Quarter.  First 
Year. 

4.  Brief  history  of  American  Literature.  Short  themes  and  out- 
lines will  be  required.  Textbook:  American  Literature — Pace.  Au- 
tumn Quarter.     Second  Year. 

5.  Composition  and  Rhetoric.  Narration,  description,  the  para- 
graph, words,  incidental  readings.     Winter  Quarter.     Second  Year. 

6.  Introduction  to  dramatic  literature.  The  study  of  three  of 
Shakespeare's  and  two  modern  play  will  be  required.  Spring  Quar- 
tre.     Second  Year. 

7.  Composition  and  Rhetoric.  Exposition,  argumentation  and  de 
bating,  themes.     Autumn  Quarter.     Third  Year. 

8-9.     Readings,    selected    mainly    from    college    entrance    require- 
ments.    Winter  and  Spring  Quarters.     Third  Year. 
10.    Review  of  the  principles  and  study  of  the  four  'forms  of  dis-

ORAL  EXPRESSION. 

1.  Vocalization,  pronunciation,  enunciation,  practice  in  delivery  of 
memorized   selections.     First  year. 

2.  Correction  of  speech  defects,  study  and  practice  in  phonetics, 
pronunciation;  voice  cultivation,  oral  reading,  oral  composition,  de- 
livery of  memorized  selections.     Second  year. 

3.  Continuation  of  instruction  in  speech  organization  and  debat- 
ing;   vocabulary  building.     Third  year. 

4.  Oral  reading  and  delivery  of  memorized  selections,  exposition 
on  current  events,  dramatization,  vocabulary  building,  parliamentary 
practice,  memorizing  and  delivery  of  carefully  prepared  compositions.

HISTORY. 

1-2-3.  Ancient  History.  It  is  prescribed  for  Second  Year  students. 
Ten  term-hours. 

4-5-6.  Medieval  and  Modern  History  to  the  Congress  of  Vienna. 
West's  Modern  World  is  the  text  used.  As  its  name  implies,  it 
places  much  stress  upon  recent  history.  However,  the  essential  facts 
concerning  the  political  history,  religion,  literature,  character,  etc., 
of  the  nations  of  the  East  are  carefully  considered.  Note  books  and 
a  fair  knowledge  of  current  events  are  required.  It  is  prescribed  for 
Third  Year  students.     Five  hours  a  week. 

7-8.  Higher  History  of  the  United  States.  This  coursei  s  prescrib- 
ed for  the  Senior  Preparatory  class.  Five  hours  a  week.  Particular 
attention  is  called  to  the  steady  growtn  of  tne  splendid  institutions  or 
the  United  States  as  a  result  of  the  stamina  of  her  people.  No  at- 
tempt is  made  to  burden  the  mind  of  the  student  with  minor  details, 
but  to  stress  the  more  distinctive  features  of  the  text,  and  thereby 
bring  out  the  attractiveness  as  well  as  the  importance  of  the  study 
of  history.  To  invite  and  foster  the  spirit  of  historical  investigation, 
the  association  of  historical  events,  and  the  frequent  discussion  of 
current  history  are  advised.  The  reading  of  standard  works  on  his- 
tory and  the  biography  of  historical  characters  are  encouraged.  Class 
note  books  are  required. 

9.  Magruder's  American  Government.  This  course  is  prescribed 
for  the  Senior  Preparatory  Class.  The  chief  aim  of  the  course  is  to 
make  good  citizens  by  giving  them  a  clear  exposition  of  the  great 
principles  of  the  Constitution.  Regular  text  book  work  is  supplement- 
ed by  collateral  readings  and  discussions  of  assigned  topics.  Five 
term-hours.     Third  term.

HORTICULTURE. 

1-2.  Principles  of  Gardening — Third  Year  College  Preparatory.  In 
this  course  the  aim  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  basic  prin- 
ciples of  economic  gardening.  The  work  includes  lectures  and  prac- 
tice work  on  the  management  of  hot-beds,  cold  frames,  mulches, 
smudges,  and  the  like;  seed-bed  preparation,  planting,  transplanting, 
fertilizing,  care  and  cultivating;  harvesting,  drying  or  curing,  and 
canning.  In  this  connection  the  principles  of  cost  accounting  are  In- 
culcated by  having  each  student  do  garden  book-keeping  on  the  plant- 
ing, cultivation,  harvesting  and  marketing  of  the  various  products 
grown. 

Text:     Lippincott's  "Vegetable  Growing,"  Bulletins. 

Lectures  or  recitations,  five,  forty-five  minutes  hours  per  week. 

Laboratory  or  practice,  three,  sixty  minutes  hours  per  week. 

3.  Principles  of  Fruit  Growing — Third  Year  College  Preparatory. 
Here  the  principles  of  seeding,  grafting,  budding,  spraying  and  prun- 
ing of  fruit  trees  are  taught,  together  with  methods  of  picking,  se- 
lecting, packing  and  canning. 

Lectures  or  recitations,  five,  forty-five  min.  hours  per  week. 

Laboratory  or  practice,  three,  sixty  min.  hours  per  week.

MATHEMATICS 

Algebra  1.  The  four  fundamental  operations,  solution  of  simple 
equations  and  special  products  of  factoring.  Autumn  quarter;  Flnt 
Year. 

Determination  of  highest  common  factor  and  lowest 
common  multiple,  factoring;  fractions  including  complex  fractions 
and  simple  equations  involving  fractions.  Winter  Quarter;  First  Year. 

Graphic  representation,  linear  equations  both  numeri- 
cal and  literal;  problems  depending  on  linear  equations;  radicals  in- 
cluding extraction  of  roots  of  numbers  and  polynomials.  Spring 
Quarter;  First  Year. 

Winter  Quar- 
ter; Third  Year. 
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Algebra  5.  Theory  of  quadratics,  exponents,  radicals  and  binomial 
theorem.     Winter  Quarter;   Third  Year. 

Algebra  6.  Supplementary  topics  including  logarithms.  Spring 
Quarter;  Third  Year. 

Plane  Geometry  1.  The  work  covers:  Rectangular  figures,  sup- 
plementary theorems,  miscellaneous  exercises  (Book  I)  and  circles 
(Book  II).     Autumn  Quarter;   Second  Year. 

Plane  Geometry  2.  Measurement  of  angles  and  arcs,  loci  of  points, 
supplementary  topics  and  miscellaneous  exercises  (Book  II)  and  pro- 
portion and  the  exercises  (Book  III).     Winter  Quarter;   Second  Year. 

Plane  Geometry  3.  Regualr  polygons,  mensuration  of  circles  and 
a  general  review  of  all  exercises  in  the  five  (5)  books.  Spring  Quar- 
ter;  Second  Year. 

Solid  Geometry  1.  The  course  covers:  Relations  of  planes  and 
lines  in  space,  the  properties  of  prisms  and  pyramids.

icine chest.

Ethics — Five 
lectures,  one  hour  each.  Practical  and  Theoretical  Nursing — One 
lecture  a  week,  one  hour  each.     Third  Year. 
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4.  Gynecology — Ten  lectures,  one  hour  each.  Obstetrics — Sixteen 
lectures,  one  hour  each.  Children's  Diseases,  including  the  feeding 
of  infants.  Ten  lectures,  one  hour  each.  Ethics — Five  lectures,  one 
hour  each.  Theoretical  and  Practical  Nursing — One  lecture  a  week, 
one  hour  each.    Fourth  Year.

SCIENCE 

Science  1-2-3. — General  Science  and  Biology.  First  Year.  The 
object  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  students  to  understand  and  take 
an  intelligent  interest  in  science,  and  especially  to  awake  in  the 
minds  of  the  young,  that  spirit  of  observation  and  patient  inquiry 
which  has  already  won  from  Nature  so  many  of  her  most  hidden 
secrets.     Five  times;   first,  second  and  third  terms. 

Science  4-5-6 — Elementary  Physics.  Senior  Preparatory  Year.  Two 
periods  each  day  for  three  times  each  week  are  divided  equally  be- 
tween classroom  and  laboratory  work.    Textbook:     Millikon  and  Gale. 

Science  7. — Physiology.     Third  Year. 

Science,  8-9-10. — This  is  an  elementary  course.  It  is  de- 
signed to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  14  elements  chiefly  con- 
cerned with  ordinary  plants  of  the  farm  and  garden,  with  their 
simpler  combinations,  and  of  their  economic  importants  to  feeds  and 
fertilizers.  It  aims  to  familiarize  the  student  wth  the  inherent  nature 
of  acids,  b'asis,  and  salts,  and  of  their  relation  each  to  the  other.  The 
Law  of  Definite  and  of  Multiple  proportions,  Valence,  and  the  prin- 
ciples involved  in  the  understanding  and  writing  out  the  simple  re- 
actions are  made  familiar  to  the  students,  and  the  means  of  isolat- 
ing and  testing  for  the  common  elements. 

Organic  Chemistry — In  this  the  aim  is  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  certain  organic  compounds  such  as  the  sugars,  starches,  resins, 
gums,  fats,  proteids,  etc.,  their  component  elements'  and  their  rela- 
tive value.  It  is  sought  to  make  plain  to  the  student  the  chemistry 
of  fermentation,  of  soap-making,  of  bread-making,  of  cream-ripening, 
and  of  alkaline  cleansing,  to  the  end  that  Science  may  illuminate  the 
way,  and  lift  many  of  the  ordinary,  everyday  tasks  from  the  plane 
of  drudgery,  and  throw  around  them  a  halo  and  a  dignity  that 
were  at  once  interesting  and  inviting 

Three  hours  per  week,  forty -five  minutes  lecture  or  recitation. 

Two  hours  per  week,  ninety  minutes  laboratory.

HISTORY. 

Seventh  Grade.  First  term's  work  covers  the  Mace-Petrie  Ameri- 
can History  to  the  Period  of  the  Growth  of  the  Nation.  Second  term 
continues  the  text  to  the  "Period  of  Consolidation  and  Expansion." 
Third  term's  work  covers  the  remaining  chapters  and  closes  with  a 
careful  reading  of  the  Decalration  of  Independence  and  a  study  of 
the  United  States'  Constitution. 

Eighth  Grade.  Mississippi  History  is  prescribed  for  this  grade. 
The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  main  facts  in  the  history  of 
the  State,  to  give  a  more  general  idea  of  her  economics  resources, 
and  to  cultivate  a  more  healthy  growth  of  state  pride. 

The  first  terms'  work  will  end  with  chapter  XIV,  and  a  study  of 
the  State  Constitution. 

During  the  second  term,  the  class  will  finish  the  remaining  chapters 
and  review  the  Constitution. 

Lapp,  Rundle,  and  Butt's  Elements  of  Civics  with  current  topics 
will  be  the  work  of  the  Third  Term. 

MATHEMATICS 

Mathematics  for  the  Seventh  Grade  will  constitute  the  work  of 
Hamilton's  Complete  Arithmetic  from  practical  measurements  (page 
123)   to  percentage,  page  237. 

Mathematics  for  Eighth  Grade — A  second  year's  work  will  be  a 
completion  of  the  same  text  also  a  general  review  of  mental  arithme- 
tic. The  work  in  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades  must  be  thoroughly 
reviewed  and  passed  upon  to  the  satisfacton  of  the  instructor  in  that 
department. 
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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

This  Department  provides  a  comprehensive  course  of  study  in  those 
branches  which  are  related  to  healthful  and  appropriate  clothing  of 
the  body,  and  to  household  decoration.  Such  study  leads  to  healthful 
living  and  to  the  cultivation  of  good  taste  and  wise  economy;  and  also 
abundantly  supplements  the  education  required  in  the  other  depart- 
ments of  the  College. 

This  department  is  open  to  all  girls,  and  each  girl  must  provide  her 
thimble,  needles,  tracing  wheel,  tapeline,  scissors  and  material  for  all 
class  work. 

To  receive  a  certificate  from  this  department,  a  girl  must  com- 
plete the  College  Preparatory  Course. 

Plain  Sewing  1.  Fundamental  stitches,  simple  decorative  stitches, 
use  of  sewing  machine,  interpreting  commercial  patterns;  choice  of 
materials  and  trimmings;  use  of  garments.  Garments  made  are 
Apron,  Work  Bag  and  Kimona  Gown.  Reference:  School  Problems 
Based  on  Home  Problems — Burton,   School  Needlework-Hapgood. 

2.  Commercial  pattern  continued,  study  cotton  fiber,  seams,  but- 
tons, buttonholes,  types  of  garments,  various  steps  in  repairing  gar- 
ments; make  underwaist  and  underskirt,  some  handicraft  and  apron 
with  set-in  sleeve.  Reference:  School  Sewing,  Based  on  Home 
Problems — Burton    Constructive    Sewing — Fuller. 

3.  Infants'  and  Children's  Clothing,  choice  of  materials,  types  of 
decoration;  various  plackets.  Make  man's  shirt  also,  cotton  (con.) 
Text:      Constructive   Sewing — Fuller. 

Dressmaking  4.  Textile  Study,  drafted  and  commercial  patterns, 
under  garments  for  women,  gingham  dress,  some  embroidery.  Text: 
Clothing  for  Women — Bait. 

5.  Textile — Clothing  budget,  altering  patterns,  tailored  shirt- 
waist, lingerie,  blouse,  wash  skirt,  household  linen  and  handicraft. 
Text:      Clothing  for  Women — Bait. 

Advanced  Dressmaking — Silk  and  wool  materials,  designing  and 
draping,  use  of  dress  form,  tailoring.  Reference:  American  Dress- 
making, step  by  step — Coates — Dressmaking  Jane  Tales.

DOMESTIC    SCIENCE. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Page  Holmes,  Instructor. 
It  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  fit  girls  for  the  intelligent  and 
efficient  management  of  the  culinary  branch  of  housewifery. 

1.  In  this  course,  instruction  is  given  in  the  proper  care  of  the 
laboratory  and  the  skillful  manipulation  of  the  utensils.  The  food 
classes  and  their  relation  to  health  are  stressed  by  means  of  such 
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simple  experiments  and  recipes  as  are  practical  in  this  group.    Time, 
90  minutes  per  week,  36  weeks. 

2.  The  work  begun  in  "1"  is  continued  in  this  course  with  more 
advanced  instruction  and  practice.  The  care  and  preservation  of 
foods  is  introduced  by  simple  recipes  in  canning  and  in  the  preserv- 
ing of  eggs. 

Stress  is  laid  on  neatness  and  order  in  arrangement  of  the  labora- 
tory. 

Carbohydrates  and  beverages  given  a  closer  study  as  to  composi- 
tion and  nutritive  value. 

Time:     90  minutes  per  week,  36  weeks. 

3.  Review  of  "2".  Quick  breads,  leavening  agents,  use  and  care 
of  fats,  canning  of  vegetables  and  fruits  in  season,  stressing  use  of 
green  vegetables  as  a  source  of  minerals.  Preparation  of  breakfasts 
and  luncheons,  table  setting. 

Time:     Two  90-minute  periods  per  week,  36  weeks. 

4.  Pastry,  yeast  breads,  protein  foods  as  to  preparation,  composi- 
tion, nutritive  value;  green  vegetables  as  a  source  of  minerals  and 
vitamins.  Planning  and  serving  small  meals  in  class,  canning  by  in- 
termittent and  one-period  methods,  use  of  left-overs,  stressing  eco- 
nomical use  and  nutritive  value  of  foods. 

Time:     Two  90-minute  periods  per  week,  36  weeks. 

5.  Cakes  and  fancy  cookery;  meal  planning  for  individuals  and 
groups;  skill  and  rapidity  in  practice  is  stressed;  100-calorie  por- 
tions calculated,  weighed  and  tabulated;  relation  of  diet  to  some  of 
the  common  diseases  ; research  work  on  vitamins;  canning  fruits 
and  vegetables  in  season.  Time:  .Two  90-minute  periods  per  week, 
36  weeks. 

6.  Preparation  of  emergency  meals,  class  dinners,  ices.  Research 
work  from  reference  books. 

Among  the  works  for  reference  are  Feeding  the  Family,  M.  S. 
Rose;  Boston  Cooking- School  Cook  Book,  F.  M.  Farmer;  Food  Prod- 
ucts, Sherman;  ..ewer  Knowledge  of  Nutrition,  E.  V.  McCollum; 
Government  bulletins. 

Text:     Greer's  Text-book  of  Cooking. 

LAUNDERING. 

W.  S.  Nelson,  Instructor. 
A  Steam  Laundry  has  been  established  in  connection  with  the  institu- 
tion, to  be  under  a  competent  instructor,  wherein  our  girls  will  be 
taught  the  art  of  competent  hand  laundering.  This  Department  will 
fill  a  long-felt  want  in  the  thorough  equipment  of  our  girls  for  the 
duties  of  life,  as  it  "not  only  fits  them  for  fulfilling  more  completely 
the  demands  to  be  made  upon  them  as  daughters,  sisters,  wives  and 
mochers,  but  it  gives  them  a  substantial  weapon  with  which  to  become 
bread  winners  for  themselves  and  of  greater  domestic  value  to  their 
State. 
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The  aim  of  this  Department  is  to  teach  boys  and  girls  the  art  of 
doing  first-class  hand  and  mechanical  laundering.  The  following  sub- 
jects are  taught:  Steam  Engineering,  Plumbing,  Lacing  Belts,  Care  of 
Machinery,  Scientific  Washing,  Water,  Alkalies,  Soaps,  Bleaching, 
Blues,  Starches,  Acids  and  Formulas,  Simple  Analytical  and  Applied 
Chemistry,  Operating  Machines,  Hand  Ironing  of  Shirts,  Stock  Style 
Counting  in  Soiled  Linens  and  Sorting,  Renovating  of  Garments  and 
Formulas. 

1.  Handironing,  formulas,  engineering,  plumbing,  lacing  belts,  and 
care  of  machinery.     First  year. 

2.  Scientific  washing,  water,  alkalies,  soaps,  bleachings,  blues, 
starches,  acids  and  formulas,  hand  and  mechanical  ironing,  manage- 
ment.    Second  year. 

3.  Simple,  analytical  and  applied  chemistry,  handironing  of  shirts, 
stock  style,  counting  in  soiled  linens  and  sorting,  renovating  of  gar- 
ments and  formulas,  management.     Senior  year. 

4.  This  course  aims  to  give  practical  training  in  the  sanitary  care 
of  clothing  and  household  textiles.  It  includes  a  study  of  the  follow- 
ing topics: 

Water,  hard,  soft,  muddy,  etc.;  how  to  prepare  for  washing  pur- 
poses; soaps,  bleaches,  bluing  and  starch;  listing  and  assorting  cloth- 
ing; mending;  removing  stains;  methods  of  washing  cotton  and  linen 
goods;  laundering  of  woolens,  silks,  laces,  embroideries,  dark  or 
mourning  garments;  correct  methods  of  drying,  sprinkling,  ironing, 
folding;  simple  dyeing.  Essentials  for  home  laundering.  Operating 
laundry  machinery.

CARPENTRY. 

E.  R.  Correll,  Instructor. 

This  Department  embraces  Carpentry,  Cabinet,  Brick  and  Tin  Work. 
It  is  well  organized,  is  doing  a  very  effective  work.  Its  equipment 
consists  of  supply  work  benches  and  sets  of  tools  for  the  same.  It 
is  supplied  with  a  turning  lathe,  circular,  rip  saw,  scroll  saw,  two 
mortising  and  boring  machines.  The  students  are  taught  to  use  the 
above  machines,  but  special  attention  is  given  to  hand  work. 

It  is  not  undertaken  to  turn  out  in  three  years  master  mechanics 
but  to  prepare  thoroughly  trained  carpenters  for  all  ordinary  work. 

Students  completing  this  course  will  receive  a  certificate  tb  the  effect, 

Course  of  Study 

1.  Care  of  tools;  cleaning  shop;  art  of  driving  nails;  dressing  lum- 
ber;  free-hand  drawing.     First  year. 

2.  Dressing  lumber;  making  various  handles;  ripping  and  sizing 
lumber;   use  of  square  and  drawing.     Second  year. 

3.  Dovetailing  and  cabinet  work;  steel  square;  projection  points; 
shades  and  shadows.    Third  year. 
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4.  Making  doors  and  windows;  dovetailing  and  cabinet  work; 
shades  and  shadows;  architectural  drawing;  estimating  and  design- 
ing.    Fourth  year. 

FARM     MECHANICS. 

1.  Object:  To  train  the  student  in  doing  the  odd  jobs  that  must 
be  done  about  every  well-kept  farm,  without  having  to  call  in  a 
special  blacksmith  or  speical  carpenter.  The  course  embraces  les- 
sons in  forging,  welding,  and  such  wood  work  as  may  need  be  done 
as  a  compliment  to  the  work  in  iron.  Two  hours  per  week;  Fresh- 
man year. 

2.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Farm  Mechanics  1,  for  the  first  half 
year,  with  the  added  feature  for  the  second  half  of  a  study  of  farm 
machines,  their  structure  and  duties,  together  with  lessons  in  circling 
land,  road  and  bridge  constructions,  etc. 

BLACKSMITHING,    HORSE-SHOEING,    WAGON 
AND    CARRIAGE    BUILDING. 

E.  F.  Jones,  Instructor.  , 

The  aim  of  this  Department  is  to  train  practical  blacksmiths,  and 
along  with  the  practice  work,  lectures  in  pedagogies  will  be  given  the 
students  so  as  to  equip  them  as  instructors  in  the  work  should  they 
aspire  so  to  do. 

The  Department  is  equipped  with  the  ordinary  forge,  fitted  with 
famous  Champion  400  silent  blower,  and  such  other  machinery  as  go 
to  make  up  a  modern  shop. 

In  our  Wood-working  Division  of  this  shop  we  have,  at  present, 
two  work  benches  and  such  hand  tools  as  general  wood-working 
requires. 

We  are  planning  to  equip  our  Wood-working  Division  more  elabo- 
rately in  the  near  future. 

Course   of  Study. 

First  Year — Lectures  on  the  forge,  and  its  parts;  on  tools,  their  use 
and  care;  on  iron,  its  source  and  properties.  Elementary  exercises 
in  forging  and  shaping  such  articles  as  staples,  hasps,  hooks,  lap 
rings,  lap  links,  pointing  and  heading  nails.  Lectures  on  the  theory 
of  welding.  Elementary  exercises  in  welding,  comprising  such  work 
as  making  chain  links,  rings,  eye-bolts,  straight  lap  welds  with  flat 
and  round  iron. 

Second  Year — Lectures  on  steel,  its  source,  and  various  processes 
of  production;  its  properties  and  uses.  Practical  lessons  in  tool- 
making;  tempering  steel.  Plow  sharpening  and  general  repair  on 
farm  implements  and  vehicles.  Elementary  exercises  in  wheel- 
wrighting,  and  tire  setting.     Tire  welding. 

Third  Year — Lectures  on  the  anatomy  of  the  horses'  foot;  elemen- 
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tary  lessons  in  horse-shoeing.  New  work  in  wheel  construction; 
gear  construction;  vehicle  body -making.  Ellementary  lessona  in 
carriage  painting;   reading  of  blue  prints.     Pointing  plow  shares. 

Fourth  Year — Wagon  and  carriage  building  proper;  horse-shoeing 
proper.  Estimating  cost  of  building  vehicles;  shop  records,  and  ac- 
counts. Ornamental  iron  work,  such  as  andirons,  fire  place  sets,  etc. 
Carriage  painting,  and  upholstering.  Soldering,  brazing,  and  finishing. 
Students  who  so  desire  will  be  given  lessons  in  elementary  mechani- 
cal drawing,  leading  to  the  making  of  general  working  drawings. 


MANUAL  TRAINING. 
L.  L.  Roman,  Instructor. 

This  course  is  required  of  First,  Second  and  Third  Year  College 
Preparatory  students.  The  aim  is  to  give  each  individual  a  thorough 
technical  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  uses  of  woodworking  tools 
and  machinery. 

A  course  in  mechanical  drawing  is  given  in  connection  with  this 
work  in  which  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  theory  of  projection  revo- 
lution, the  development  of  geometric  solids  and  working  drawings. 

Any  student  above  the  Third  Year  College  Preparatory  may  elect 
this  course.  A  certificate  of  proficiency  will  be  given  to  any  student 
who  completes  the  prescribed  course. 

The  shop  is  equipped  with  the  following:  Circular  saw,  jointer, 
planer,  tenoner,  band  saw,  mortizer,  later  oil  grinder  and  twelve  well 
equipped  work  benches. 

Course  of  Study. 

1.  Bench  work,  care  and  use  of  tools,  including  the  making  of 
joints  used  in  cabinet  making  and  saw  filing.  Instruction  is  given  in 
cabinet  making,  farm  woodwork  and  wood  turning. 

Demonstration  and  shop  work,  six  hours  a  week.  Text  books  es- 
sentials on  wood  work.  Griffith  Mechanical  Drawing,  Bennett.  First 
year. 

2.  This  course  includes  bench  and  machine  work,  with  emphasis 
placed  on  the  making  of  articles  of  practical  value  and  producing  effi- 
cient workmen.  Demonstration  and  shop  work,  ten  hours  each  week. 
Second  year. 

3.  This  course  includes  (1)  millwork;  mechanical  drawing;  furni- 
ture designing;  problems  in  furniture-making.  Two  double  periods 
per  week.  Text:  Problems  in  Furniture  Making — Crawshaw  and 
Griffith.    Pre-requisite,  Manual  Training  (2).     (Elective)     Third  Year. 

4.  (Elective).  Problems  in  wood-turning;  shop  organization:  cab- 
inet-making. Machine  room  practice;  care  and  upkeep  of  tools  and 
machinery;  lumbering  and  milling.  Two  double  shop  periods  per 
week.     Pre-requisite,  Manual  Training  (3).     (Elective).     Senior  year. 
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DEPARTMENT    OF    PAINTING 

W.  B.  Nelson,  Instructor 

Course  of  Study. 

1.  Names,  uses  and  care  of  brushes  and  tools;  arrangement  and 
care  of  brushes  and  tools;  arrangement  and  care  of  shop;  roof  paint- 
ing and  use  of  wall  brushes  on  weather  boarding;  applying  priming 
and  second  coats;  practice  in  trimming,  sand  papering  and  applying 
lead  coats.    First  year. 

2.  Puttying  and  applying  rough  stuff,  rubbing  rough  stuff  with 
rubbing  stone  and  water,  lessons  in  mixing  colors,  interior  work  with 
inside  colors,  use  of  ladders  and  swing  stage.    Second  year. 

Further  practice  in  applying  second  and  third  coats  to  exterior 
walls,  complete  course  in  farm  wagon  painting,  applying  colors  to 
buggies  and  first  coat  of  varnish  and  interior  work;  imitating  wain- 
scoting, graining  and  staining,  hard  oiling  and  first  lesson  in  fresco- 
ing; how  to  make  different  putties;  striping  carriages;  cutting  glass 
and  glazing;  frosting  and  staining  glass;  rubbing  varnish  with  felt 
and  pumice  stone;  further  work  in  exterior  decorations;  advanced 
lessons  in  sign  writing,  gilding  and  glass  embossing. 

3.  Applying  finishing  varnish  to  carriages;  fresco  painting  contin- 
ued; practice  in  striping-  and  ornamenting;  stencil  making;  bronzing 
on  wood;  iron  and  plaster  cast;  imitating  marble;  painting  in  dis- 
temper; talks  on  cleanliness  in  working  and  manufacturing  of  pig- 
ments.    Third  year. 

DEPARTMENT    OF    SHOEMAKING    AND    LEATHER 
INDUSTRY. 

M.  U.  Craig,  Instructor. 

The  special  feature  of  this  Department  is  the  making  and  repairing 
of  shoes,  but  students  are  given  instruction  daily  in  making  of 
harness,  leather  bags,  mail  pouches,  etc.,  according  to  demand  for 
serviceable  things  in  the  leather  line. 

Students  in  this  Department  are  classed  into  teams  of  four  each, 
with  an  advanced  student  as  leader,  all  being  under  the  general 
instruction  and  supervision  of  instructor  in  charge  of  the  Department. 

Course  of  Study. 

1.  Learning  to  take  care  of  shop  and  tools,  make  ends,  sew  traces, 
■traps;  sew  straight  seams  on  shoes,  nail  on  half  soles,  finish  or  poliih, 
fine  repairing.     First  year. 

2.  Putting  on  patches  (both  sewed  and  cemented) ;  half  soling  fine 
work   (nailed  and  sewed) ;   receiving  instruction  and  practice  in  sew- 
ing on  welts,  measuring,  repairing  old  heels  and  building  new  ones. 
Second  year. 

3.  Instruction  in  repairing  continued;  doing  first-class  repairing 
and  finishing  fine  new  work. 

Instruction  and  practice  given  in  cutting  stock  out  of  the  skin  to 
advantage,  classing  leather,  rounding  up  insoles  and  outsoles,  and 
lasting.  Instructions  also  given  in  estimating  cost  of  material,  measur- 
ing feet  and  fitting  up  lasts.    Third  year. 

Students  finishing  this  course  to  the  satisfaction  of  instructor  in 
charge  will  be  given  a  certificate  of  proficiency. 
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MUSIC 

We  recognize  Music  as  an  accomplishment  and  as  possessing  an 
educative  and  disciplinary  value,  and  to  the  end  that  these  may  form 
part  of  their  education,  it  has  been  arranged  that  those  who  desire 
may  find  opportunity  to  obtain  such  a  course  in  instrumental  and 
vocal  as  will  serve  them  for  all  practical  purposes. 

The  student  will  have  access  to  seven  pianos,  and  a  graded  course  of 
instruction  has  been  mapped  out,  taking  for  our  model  the  course  of 
other  leading  institutions,  adapting  them  to  our  purposes. 

The  school  year  is  divided  into  three  quarters.  Tuition  in  Piano 
Music  is  Nine  ($9.00)  Dollars  per  quarter.  Students  enrolling  in  this 
department  are  expected  to  pay  this  tuition  in  monthly  payments  of 
Three  ($3.00)  Dollars,  at  the  office  when  paying  board  bill. 

When  enrolling,  students  are  expected  to  continue  in  this  depart- 
ment until  the  end  of  the  quarter  in  which  they  have  enrolled,  and 
tuition  will  be  charged  accordingly. 

Fee  will  be  refunded  at  end  of  quarter  only  for  lessons  lost  through 
inability  of  department  to  give  instruction,  and  cases  of  illness  when 
reported  by  competent  authority  to  the  office. 

In  all  cases  the  student  should  notify  the  teacher  at  the  time  of  in- 
ability to  take  advantage  of  the  class  or  practice  period. 

A  course  in  Harmony  is  offered  those  who  are  sufficiently  advanced 
for  same. 

The  College  furnishes  a  full  supply  of  brass  band  instruments,  to 
which  the  students  have  access  without  cost  to  them,  and  each  year  a 
well  selected  and  disciplined  band  is  organized  and  maintained  under 
a  competent  instructor. 

From  time  to  time  there  shall  be  lectures  given  on  the  History  of 
Music  and  the  lives  of  eminent  musicians,  hoping  thereby  that  a 
keener  interest  in  the  subject  might  be  developed,  and  that,  after 
learning  of  the  hard  work  that  had  to  be  undergone  by  the  great 
masters,  the  student  may  gather  inspiration  and  encouragement  for 
his  work. 

Instruction  in  vocal  music  is  free.  Those  who  study  it  are  divided 
into  Primary,  Intermediate  and  Advanced  classes.  The  first  two 
named  study  the  rudiments  and  graded  lessons  in  music,  and  supply 
the  advanced  class  which  composes  the  Choral  Club  of  the  school 
and  furnishes  music  for  all  purposes.
